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“LET THE NEGRO 60. | 


HOW IT WOULD IMPROVE THE 
COUNTEY. 


His Departure Would Deprive Rich Men of 
Labor, Eut Would Make Room for Good 
Neighbors for Small Farmers. 

iontuaall N. C., April 12.—[Special.}—- 
There are some queer phases developing in the 
Face question in this state. 

During the past fifteen months it is esti- 
mated that seventy-one thousand negroes have 
left for new homesin the west. Their absence 
an feit by the “‘planter,”’ but to the ‘‘farmer”’ 
it isa relief beyond measure. 

THE REASON FOR THIS. 

The planter is the man of broad acres, for 
whom there is only room for half a dozen ina 
rounty. Whenever he.talks of -work, it 
serely means a negro in the perspective, while 
his employer gathers his household gods into 
an ‘“‘establishment’’, with academies in the 
towns for his children, and the country given 
over to negro tenants. With the farmer it is 
@ifferent. He has but few acres to till, and 
for the work he depends upon the members of 
his own family. All his interests are centered 
wlose around the hearthsténe. For his ad- 
Vancement the schoolhouse must be close at 
hand, and the church should be equally near. 
He can not inake trips to the city, neither can 
his daughters make the circuit of state 
society. That which he can not find immedi- 
ately around his home he must do without. 

Out of this state of things grows conflicting 
interests. 

The planter is concerned for abundant labor ; 
the farmer wants congenial neighbors. The 
gnore numerous the laborers on the plantation, 
the less valuable becomes the home on the 
arm. The farmer finds himself surrounded 
by negroes, with whom he cannot associate, no 
matter how high they may educate themselves. 
His children are shut off from schools, from 
rhurches, from society. As a consequence, 
Pxistence there, has no pleasures for him. 
fjcod colored neighbors lead to familiarity 
more to be dreaded = than even the 
Jear of lawlessness—and Yboth conditions 
mre intolerable. With a lawless colored popu- 
Jation life is insecure, and female honor is in 
continual danger. With a colored population, 
*“nplifted’’ to suit even the impossible ideal of 
m Thirkield, the dangers become more sub- 
tile and insiduous than in open warfare. Re- 
snove the prejudices between the races and let 
the only test be merit, if mental emasculation 
mould ever bring about such a state of affairs, 
g@nd whatthen? The answer can only be a 
shudder. 


FEARS FOR THE FUTURE. 

Talking with a prominent lawyer of this 
state, who has cceeupied a leading place on the 
bench, he spoke freely, but feelingly. 

‘In, 1870,” said he, ‘‘when I was admitted to 
fhe bar, with two others who have since done 
their state good service, I seriously debated 
the question whether I should remain in the 
pouth. If the negroes were to remain here in- 
alefinitely, and if they were to reach the state 
predicted for them by New England philan- 
thropists, I could see worse dangers fifty years 
nhead than surrounds us now. The removal 
of all prejudices, the perfect recognition of all 
rights, the alignment of society on the strict 
basis of morality and personal merit, all color 
Jines being effaced, would simply bring about 
a condition of things where the poor white girl 
would be complimented by attentions from the 
colored ‘gentleman’ who moved in a higher 
social «phere. Miscegenation, with all of its 
mnnatural features, would lose its present deg- 
radation. That Ishould become the father of 
children forced to live in such a 
community, was something I recoiled from. 
Would the continued power of the 
federal government in this direction, and the 
gealotry of Massachusetts gospel-peddlers, 
backed by abundant means, ever bring about 
such a state of things? Ifit would, then every 
white man would owe it, as a duty to posterity, 
to remove himseif from such an impending 
walamity. I finally came to the conclusion 
that as the white man had discovered the 
country and built it up, he should bold it, and 
deave te the inferior race thé penalty of mi- 

“Pration whenever the subservient place it heid 
became irksome. The late exodus of negroes 
from this state is one of the most hopeful signs 
ofthe times. It means white supremacy, and 
white supremacy means civilization. Every 
neighborhood depopulated of its negroes means 
a white settlement where affinity may aid com- 
amon interest in building up the state; where 
children will be free from pollution, women 
from danger, and men may elevate themselves 
by the rivalry which urges excellence in every 
nniertaking. God grant that the exodus may 
continue until every negro has left the state.” 

THE MAN WHO MERELY WANTS ‘‘LABOR.’’ 

At this point a citizen of Durham, who runs 
@ plantation which he seldom sees, came up, 
and began bewailing the scarcity of “‘labor.’’ 

*“*‘We will never get labor so well suited to 
@ur needs as the negro.” 

Now here was a man who had a false concep- 
tion of what makes a state. If it were possible 
Zor a state to be composed of a few white 
men, who were rich enough to 
live in towns, and draw their revenues from 
an inferior race, the idea of securing labor— 
Just as cattle and horses are selected, might 
do. But while the planter is enjoying his 
*“best labor the world ever saw,’’ what is -be- 
womiug of his poor white neighbors? He is 
crushing out their hopes and energies in the 
Proportion that he adds hands to his planta- 
tion. It 1s notafewrich men who makea 
state, butan honest yeomanry, proud of° its 
blood, ready to fight for its honor, and true 
@ach man to his fellow man. 

Then let the cabin disappear, with its in- 
ferior black brood, and let there rise instead 
the substantial home built by Caucasian

“THE FORT PILLOW MASACRE.”. 


War Is Again Proved 
False. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

Myths die hard, but the alleged ‘Fort Pil 
low masacre’”’ receives a blow in the Nashville 
Round Table of March 8 that must prove ab- 
solutely fatal—in the minds, at least, of per- 
sons not wholly impervious to facts. 

Politicians during the war, and republican 
partisans since have persistently charged Gen- 
eral Forrest and General Chalmers, his subor- 
dinate, with having masacred the garrison of 
Fort Pillow after surrender and while prison- 
ers of war. Mr. Charles W. Anderson, for- 
merly adjutant and inspector-general of Gen- 
eral Forrest’s cavalry corps, the only staff offi- 
cer present with Forrest at the storming of 
the fort, shows in the Round Table that there 
was no masacre; that the fort was not surren- 
dered, though its surrender was thrice de- 
manded and refused, and that the loss of life 
during the fifteen minutes of the action was 
due to the total incapacity of the command- 
ing officer. 

Fort Pillow was a fortified position ona 
bluff overlooking the Mississippi river. In its 
rear was a deep ravine, which could be swept 
by the guns of the New Era, a vessel which 
lay abreast to the mouth of the ravine, below 
the fort. Higher up the stream and near the 
fort were the empty barges ready to receive 
the garrison in case of need. 

There was an understanding, it is shown, 
between Major Bradford, the commandant of 
the fort, and Captain Marshall, of the New 
Era, that, if driven from the fort by the con- 
federates, the garrison should take refuge un- 
der the bluff, where it would be effectually 
protected by the New Era’s canister. Ammu- 
nition was placed under the bluff in readiness 
for use by the garrison in case the works above 
could not be held. A miscalculation as to the 
grit of the captain of the New Era spoiled 
this plan of the defense. 

Gencral Forrest’s first operation was to drive 
the New Era from its position commanding 
the ravine across which the confederates were 
toadvance. This he effected by placing two 
pieces of artillery on the biuff below the ra- 
vine. The confederate line was then, under a 
heavy fire, closed in rapidly around the works. 
Having sounded a bugle call for a truce anda 
parley, General Forrest now sent forward a 
white flag to demand the unconditional sur- 
render of all the troops at Fort Pillow. ‘‘He 
knew,”’ says Adjutant Anderson, ‘“‘that the 
place was practically in his possession, as the 
eneniy van not depress their artilly so as to 
rake the slopes around the fort, and the con- 
stant fire of our sharpshocters forced the be- 
seiged to keep down behind their parapets.’’ 
The demand was renewed twice, when rejected, 
in the belief that the federal commander must 
see the folly of resisting under the circum- 
stances a force so much larger pian his own. 

Major Bradford, howeve?, relying upon his 
arrangement with Captain Marshall for pro- 
tection nnder thé binff hen the fort was ta- 
ken, refused all offers. Meanwhile the sight 
of three steamers ascending the river with re- 
inforcements led General Forrest to place a 
force of 150 riflemen under Adjutant Ander- 
son in a position on the face of the bluff. This 
force not only served to prevent the troops on 
the steamers from effecting a landing, but, be- 
ing within sixty yards of the south entrance 
of the fort, it commanded the line of retreat 
upon which Major Bradford relied. 

This was the situation when General For- 
rest gave his men the signal to assault the fort. 
At once the yells all along the line of charg- 
ing confederates, followed by a terrific dis- 
charge of the batteries and small arms of the 
garrison. A few moments later a portion of 
the garrison rushed down toward the riverand 
were met with a destructive fire from the de- 
tachment under Adjutant Anderson. The tri- 
umphant yells of the confederates as they 
mounted the enemy’s parapets were heard 
again, and were followed this time in a mo- 
ment by the whole force of the garrison pour- 
ing over the slope of the bluff, with arms in 
hand, seeking the protection of the New Era’s 
guns. Unter the fire of Adjutant Anderson’s 
detachment they fell thick and fast, being in 
utter dismay and confusion at finding the ap- 
pointed place of refuge in the enemy’s hands. 
Under this fire and that of their pursuers of 
the assaulting line some 250 were killed within 
afew minutes. There had been as yet no sur- 
render. Nor was there any. 

As soon as General Forrest entered the fort 
he hauled down the flag, and that was fol- 
lowed immediately by a cessation of the firing. 
“The moment,” says Adjutant Anderson, 
“the federal colors.came down I ordered firing 
to cease, and it was promptly done.’’ 

~. What has been called ‘‘a masacre’’ was this 
firing of Anderson’s men upon an armed force 
doing battle, such armed force not having sur- 
rendered and being withot intention of surren- 
dering. Itis an obvious abuse of language, of 
course, to call a specially destructive collision 
of armed men a masacre. ° 

The assault on the works, the attempted re- 
treat to the river, the woeful disaster conse- 
quent upon the failure of the New Era to do 
its appointed work—all this occupied, Adju- 
tant Anderson tells, not over fifteen minutes. 

After the battle every effort was made to 
treat the wounded and prisovers in the best 
manner. In support of his story of the battle 
Adjutant Anderson publishes a number of let- 
ters from confederates and federals who took 
partinit. Their testimony is wholly to the 
point that there was no masacre—only a disas- 
ter such as every army must expect sometimes 
to encounter.

PANGKOK, THE FLOATING CITY. 

A figating city of half a million souls with 
an environment of oriental splendor, with the 
temples off[Buddha and the palaces and gar- 
dens of the king must be a place picturesque 
beyond description; but itis the capital ofa 
country where the brutal system of slavery for 
debt continues tocurse the poor, and where 
who are 


themselves the property of the king. 

This strange country, peopled by men living 
near the ancient home of the Aryan race— 
themselves not much’ below those western 
wanderers in blood, and next to them in the 
loftiness of their religious conceptions—is to- 
day the seat of an iron despotism, perhaps the 
most absolute on earth, though happily tem- 
pered now by the wisdom of aking who has 
been enlightened and liberalized by foreign 
travel, 

The status there may perhaps enlighten us 
as to the nature and institutions of our Aryan 
ancestors in the remote prehistoric past. 

Mr. Frank George Carpenter, the veteran 
and recently peripatetic journalist, has visited 
that country and has reproduced it for us in 
the Cosmopolitan magazine with the clearness 
and realistic touch of the trained correspond- 
ent. 7 

He gives the following description of Bang- 
kok, the floating city, with a few introductory 
words about Siam: 

‘Siam is the Holland of the Orient. During 
a part of the year the best of its Jands lie un- 
der water and the “sd move from one vil- 
lage to another In ts. The rivers and ca- 
nals are the highways of the kingdom and the 
city of Bangkok, the royal capital, has more 
houses built upon piles than have the piled 
cities of Amsterdam and Rotterdam, and its 
canal streets surpass in number the liquid ave. | 
nues throngh which the Venetian gondola 
glides. Bangkok is cyen more the daughter of 
the waters than is the famed queen ¢ity of the 
Adriatic. Venice rises from the sea, and its 
foundations reach down into itssand. Bangkok 
floats upon the bosom of the mighty Menam 


river, and its hundred thousand dwellings rise 
and fall with the tide. The Menaw is called 
the mother of waters and Bankok, its most 
beautiful daughter, is soothed during the day 
and lulled to sleep at night upon the bosom of 
this mighty mother. ~ 

‘‘Bangkok has few thingsin common with 
its sister city of Italy, and it differs from 
Venice as the half-nude savage maiden of the 
torpics laden with barbaric d differs from 
the fashionable girl of our | civilization, 
ciad in her latest Parisian Imagine a 
low, fiat couutry filled with the most luxuriant 
of tropical vegetation.

As you go on from out the palm trees On each 
dé chine little one-story houges, their roofs 
thatched with palm leaves, and their founda- 
tions apparently rising from the water itself. 
None of these houses are large. The average 
house is not more than fifty feet square, and 
the roofs sharp ridged and bellying inward, 
are not more than twelve feet from the floor. 
They have neither windows nor doors, and 
their fronts open in verandas directly 
on the. water. Coming nearer. you 
see that oy cae and that their 
foundation is a_ raft 
each about three inches thick, and piled cross- 
wise, one on the top ef the other, like, the corn 
cob house of a country urchin. 

“There are no cellars in Bangkok and each 
home has a hole in the oes Ccona voto 
sweepings are thrown. wo or 
ners of pg of these dwellings a pole has been 
driven down into the mud, and the house is 
anchored to these. Its owner pays a ground 
rent tothe person owning the land on the 
banks in front of which the house rests. But 
in case of dispute the moorings are cut, and 
the house, family .and all float away to 
another location. There are fifteen miles of 
these floating houses; They line both banks 
of theriver and the canals back into the 
jungle. Itis not uncommon for the owner of 
a floating dwelling, to anchor his house in the 
middie of one of the narrowest of the water 
avenues, and boats passing by must get through 
as they can. The native houses of the land 
are built high up.on piles, so that one could 
almost walk under their floors. Someof them 
have picturesquely pointed ridge roofs, but like 
the floating homes, they are as a rulé small, 
and their interior arrangements are the same. 

“Tt is estimated that five hundred thousand 
“out of the seven hundred‘thousand people .of 
Bangkok live thus upon the water. There are 
thousands of children here who have never 
had a play-grouna bigger than the fifteen-feet 
veranda in front of their homes, and whole 
families live through generations in one of 
these three-roomed floating houses Without 
haying spent a night upon the land. The peo- 
ple go from one place to another in boats, and 
the streets and highways of this floating city 
are filled with all sorts of craft, from the ocean 
steamer, which carries passengers and freight 
to Hong Kong and Singapore, to the little 
canoe, ten feet long and two feet wide, 
which is sculled by a naked Siamese 
urchin. There is the itinerant ped- 
dler, with his goods piled on the boat in front 
of him, paddling his way from house to house 
and crying out his wares. Here are women 
by the hundreds standing up and rowing or 
sitting down and sculling boat loads of mer- 
chandise from one part.of the city to the other, 
and through them all move the steam launches 
of the Siamese noblemen, and now and then 
the great barge of the king, with its white ele- 
phant flag floating in the breeze.” 

The Siamese king, says Mr. Carpenter, is 
immensely wealthy, owning a private fortune 
of fifty millions, with an annual income of 
ten millions! He has abolished the custom 
which required the Siamese to come into the 
king’s presence on all fours. and shakes hands 
with Americans in the American fashion. 
Before traveling abroad he was instructed by 
an English governess, and has used his im- 
mense fortune to develop the country, bringing 
telegraphs to the capital, and putting out. sur- 
veyors for railroads. Notwithstanding this he 
remains in the Buddhistic faith, and there are 
10,000 priests of Buddha in Bangkok. 

THE OHIO SERPENT MOUND AND THE 
DELUGE. 

For a long time the pyramids of Egypt have 
been the most admired and wondered at relics 
of the prehistoric past. Marxels of ingenuity, 
but sadder marvels of tyranny. 

But the thorough investigation of the Ser- 
pent mound of Ohio makes it in some respects 
more significant as @,record of ancient life 


than even the pyramids, 

quarter of a mile Tong, 
-frém seventeen to thirty feet wide, so con- 
structed as to leave a perfect image 
of a serpent with open jaws in 
the act of swallowitg’an egg, is something 
full of meaning when Gonsidered in relation to 
similar mounds in Europe, and interpreted by 


almost every part of the world. 

But that which is most significant is that 
the Ohio serpent, the Scotch serpent and all 
that have been-discovered, have the head to 
the west and the body stretching to the east, 
with signs’ of-an altar at the head, so that the 
devotees could offer sacrifices at the serpent’s 
head and look over his body to the rising sun. 
There is also an idea of some sort of trinity 
connected with it, for in Scotland the great 
serpent’s body points tothe three peaks of Ben 
Cruachen—Scoitland’s Mount Hermon—just as 
serpent shrines have been frequently found in 
the east. The same idea of trinity is preserved 
inthe Ohio serpent, which overlocks three 
streams. On this General Forlong, in his 
work on the ‘‘Sources and Streams of Faith in 
Man,’’ remarks: 

‘‘A spot overlooking three streams being 
even more sacred than that which looks on to 
a hill with three cones, as doesthe serpent of 
Loch Nell. Three rivers form a Tri-Moorti of 
awful and sublime import.” 

Alexander is said to have found a serpent 
mound covering five acres in the Punjab, two 
somewhat similar are described by Strabo, and 
Posidonius saw one on the plains of Macra in 
Syria. 

Some explain this universal appearance of 
the serpent among the remains of ancient peo- 
ples on the idea that men in the same stage of 
development always develop the same kind of 
religion, but this can hardly account for the 
combination of serpent worship and sun 
worship with the idea of a trinity. And how 
could such things occur both in Europe and 
America in the same combination unless there 
were some kinship between the people who 
left these monuments in different parts of the 
earth ?* Some light is thrown on this question 
by the evidences of serpent worship on the 
islands of the Pacific, and much more by the 
character of the skulls found in the Ohio 
mound. The brachycephalic, or short-headed 
skull, and the absence of wisdon teeth, 
correspond closely to that of the ancient 
Hindus. 

This short headed race is common to North 
and South America and is marked by a divis- 
ion of the ocvipital bone. The suture across 
the upper part of the occipital bone left a tri- 
angular bone between the parietals, to which 
the name inca bone has been given.] | 

When we find the same religious monuments 
in Asia and America, the same combination of 
sun and serpent worship with the idea of a 
trinity, the same kind of skulls, and relics of 
the same faith on the islands of vhe Pacific,we 
are almost forced to the conclusion of Sir J. 
William Dawson, who says of the men of the 
river gravels and caves: ‘They colonized the 
continents immediately after the elevation of 
theland from the great subsidence which 
closed the pléistocene to the glacial 
period, or in~ what has been called the 
continental period of the post-glacial age, be- 
cause the new Jands then raised out of the sea 
exceeded in extent those which we now have. 

“We have some measures of the date of the 
continental elevation. Many years ago Sir 
Charles Lyell used the recession of the Falls 
of Niagara as a chronometer, estimating their 
cutting power as equal to one foot per annum. 


He calculated the beginning of the | ess, 
which dates from the. lacial elevation, to 
be about 30,000 ago. recent surveys 
have shown that the rate is three times as 
great as that estimated by Lyell, and also that 
a considerable part of the 
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: uncertain data 
been held to indicate a greater lapse of time.”’ 

It is worth while to remark by way of par- 
enthesis between the two quotations from. this 
distinguished geologist, that in calculating the 
age of the human race, the geologists have 
adopted a uniform rate of erosion with alto- 
gether too little allowance for the more rapid 
work of floods. Itis knownthat‘the carrying 
power of a stream increases in the enormous 
proportion of the sixth power of its velocity, 
and its cutting power must be proportionately 
increased. The prodigious power of erosion 
under the weight ~ of a heavy 
flood may be imagined by those whe 
have studied hydraulics, or by anyone who is 
familiar with the awful disaster of Conne- 
maugh. 

But Sir William Dawson continues: 

“If we identify the antediluvians of Genesis 
with the oldest men known to logical and 
archxological science, tne parallelismis some- 
what marked in physical .characteristics and 
habits of life, and also.in their apperentty sud- 
den and tragical disappearance from Europe 
and western Asia, along with several of the 
large mammalia, which ‘were their contempo- 
raries. If the deluge is to be accepted as his- 
reak inter- 
rupted the geological Amory of man, 
| extinct races rom those 
which still survive, why may we 
not correlate the two? If the deluge 
was misused in the early history of geology, 
by employing it to account for -changes which 
took place long before the advent of man, this 
should not cause us to negléectits legitimate 
uses, with reference to the early human period. 
Itis evident that if this correlation be ac- 
cepted as probable, it must modify many views 
now held as to the antiquity of man. In that 
case, the modern gravels and silts, spread over 
the plateaus between the river valleys, will be 
accounted for, not by any greater overflow of 
the existing streams, but by the abnormal 
action of currents of water diluvial in their 
character. Further, since the historical deluge 
must have been of very limited duration, the 
physical changes, separating the deposits con- 
taining the remains of palecosmic men from 
those of later date would in like manner be ac- 
counted for, not by the slow processes imag- 
ined by extreme uniformitarians, but by causes 
of a more abrupt and cataclysmic character,” 

The kinship of Asiatic and American pre- 
historic races, and their migration across the 
Pacific as pointed to by the serpent mound of 
Ohio, and the remains of California, Peru, 
Mexico and Central America, go far to estab- 
lish the theory of Sir J. William Dawson. It 
may be observed here that he quotes Lenor- 
mant to the effect that there are traditions of a 
flood in every race but the  bDlack. 
Happily we are in position to 
furnish the missing link. In the first volume 
of his negro folk lore, Mr. Joel Chandler Har- 
ris has unconsciously contributed a highly val- 
uable piece of philogical evidence. 

The story he tells for Uncle Remus is that 
on one ancient occasion all the animals of the 
earth were gathered together, and the crawfish 
got his feelings hurt by the clumsy rudeness of 
the elephant. Bitterly rese iting this careless- 
ness, the crawfish bored a hvle into the ground 
and thence came a flood of :vater which cov- 
ered the earth and drowned bhe offending ele- 
phant, with all the other animals. 

,On this page the traditicn related of the 
Indians by Colonel] Benteen has been several 
times referred to. It was, in brief, that the 
world"*was once covered by a flood, and a few 
survivors, With animals, were gathered in a 
big boat. Instead of the dove, a coyote was 
sent out. 

In view of the foregoing the distinguished 
geologist above guoted is jus‘ified in saying: 

' “As children we listened v |th awe and won- 
der to the story of the wick d antediluvians, 
and of their terrible fate and the salvation of 
righteous Noah; and recei ed a deep and 
abiding impression of the e ormity of moral 
evil, and of the just retribucion of the great 
ruler of the universe. A little later, though 
the idea that all the fossil remains embedded 
in the rocks are§{memorials of the_deluge had 

assed away from the minds of the better- 
informed, we read with interest the wonderful 
revelations of the bone caves described by 
Buckland, and felt that the antediluvian age 
had become a scientific reality. But later'still 
all this seemed to pass away likea dream. Un- 
der the guidance of Lyell, we learned that even 
the caves and gravels must be of greater age 
than the historical deluge, and that the remains 
of men and animals contained in them must 
have belonged to far off Aeons, antedating, 
perhaps, even the Biblical creation of man, 


while the historical deluge, if it ever occurred, 


must have been an affair so small and local, 
that it had left no traces on the rocks of the 
earth. At the same time Biblical critics were 
busy with the narrative itself, showing that it 
could be decomposed into different documents, 
that it bore traces of a very recent origin, that 
it was unhistorical, and to be relegated to the 
same category with the fairy tales of our in- 
fancy. Again, however, the kaleidoscope 
turns, and the later researches of geology into 
the physical and human history of the more 
recent deposits of ts earth’s crust, 
the discoveries of ancient Assyrian 
or Chaldean records of the deluge, 
and the comparison of these with the ancient 
history of other nations, rehabilitate the old 
story; and as we study the new facts respect- 
ing the so-called palwolithie and neolithie men, 
the clay tablets recovered from the libraries of 
Nineveh, by George Smith, the calculations of 
Prestwich and others respecting the recency 
of the glacial period, and tke historical gather- 
ings of Lenormant, we find earselves drifting 
back to the faith of our ebil 1, or may con- 
gratulate ourselves on havimg adhered to it all 
along, even when the current of opinion tended 
strongly to turn us away.”’ 

As the years go by aid the slow washing 
waves of science clear away-he driftwood it has 
cast upon the shore, we lock again upon the great 
and wide sea of eternity, filled with a greater 
awe andareverence more profound for the 
Infinite Spirit which brought all these things 
about. Every day tha twe live we arefimpressed 
with the force of Lord Bacon’s remark that a 
little learning leads men away from God, but 
greater learning leads them back to him.

HOW JEFFERSON CAME TO PLAY RIP VAN 
WINKLE. 

The dramatic conception of Irving’s story of 
Rip Van Winkle is generally attributed to 
Dion Boucicault, but it appears from Mr. Jef- 
ferson’s antobiographytin the April Century, 
that the conception of the character as we see 
it on the stage came to the actor as he spent 
one dreamy summer among the Dutch 
farmers of Pennsylvania. : 

Says Mr. Jefferson: 

“During the summer of 1859 I arranged to 
board with my family ata queer old Dutch 
farmhouse in Paradise Valley, at the foot of 
Pocono mountain, in Pennsylvania. A ridge 
of hills covered with tall hemlocks surroun 
the vale, and numerous trout streams wind 
through the meadows aad tumble over the 
rocks. Stray farms are $-tered th h the 
valley, and the few old Duwhmen and their 
families who till the soil were born upon it; 
there and only there they have everlived. The

“Ty ten minutes I had gene to the house and | 
returned to the barn with “The Sketch-Book.’ 
I had not read the stcry since { wasa boy. I 
aay ogre With it; not as a story, of 
course, but the tale was purely a narrative. 
The theme was interesting, but not drauratic 
The silver Hudson stretches out before you as 
you oon gy quaint red roofs and queer gables 
of the old Dutch cot stand out against the 
mist upon the mountains; but all this is de- 
scriptive. The character of Rip dees not 
speak ten lines. What could be done dra- 
matically with so simple a sketch? How 
could it be turned into an effective play? 

“Three or four bad dramatizations of, the 
neape! | had already been acted, but without 
marked success. Yates, of London, had given 
onein which the hero dies, one had been 
acted by father, one by Hackett, and 
another by Burke. Some of these versions I 
had remembered when I was a boy, and [. 
should say that Burke’s play and perform- 
ance were the best, but nothing that I re- 
membered gave me the slightest encourage- 
ment that I could get a good play out’ of any 
of the existing materials. Still 1 was so bent 
upon acting the part that I started for thé city, 
andin less than a week, by industriously 
ransacking the theatrical wardrobe es- 
tablishments for old leather and mildewed 
cloth, and by personally superintending the 
making of the wigs, each article of my cos- 
tume was completed ; and all this, too, hefore I 
had written a line of the play, or studied a 
word of the part. 

“This is working in an opposite direction 
from all the conventional methods in the study 
and elaboration of a dramatic character, and 
certainly not following the course I would 
advise anyone to pursue. I merely mention 
the out-of-the-way, upside-down man- 
ner of going to work as an illustration 
of the impatience and enthusiasm with 
which I entered upon the task. I can 
only account for my getting the dress ready 
before I studied the part to the vain desire I 
had of witnessing myself in the glass, decked 
out and equipped as the hero of the Catskills. 

“I got together the three old printed versions 
of the drama and the story itself. The plays 
were all in two acts. I thought it would be an 
improvement inthe drama to arrange it in 
three, making the scene with the specter crew 
an act by itself. This would separate the poet- 
ical from the domestic side of the story. But 
by far the most important alteration wasin the 
interview with the spirits. In the old versions 
they spoke and sang. I remembered that the 
effect of this! ghostly dialogue was dreadfully 
human, so I arranged that no voice but Rip’s 
should be heard. This isthe only act on the 
stage in which but one person speaks, while all 
the others merely gesticulate, and I was quite 
sure that the silence of the crew would give a 
lonely and desolate character to the scene and 
add to its supernatural weirdness. By this 
means, too, a strong contrast with the single 
voice of Rip was obtained by the deathlike 
stillness of the ‘demons’ as they glided about 
the stage in solomn silence. It required some 
thought to hit upon just the best questions 
that could be answered by a nod and shake of 
the head, and to arrange that at times even 
Rip should peopoune a query to himself and 
answer it; but I had availed myself of somuch 
of the old material thatina few days after I 
had begun my work it was finished. 

‘‘In the seclusion of the barn I studied and 
rehearsed the part, and by the end of summer 
I was prepared to transplant it from the rustic 
realins of an old farmhouse to a cosmopdlitan 
audience in the city of Washington, where I 
opened at Carusi’s hall under the manage- 
ment of John T. Raymond. I had gone: over 
the play so thoroughly that each situation was 
fairly engraved on my mind. The rehearsals 
were therefore not tedious to the actors; no 
one was delayed that I might consider how he 
or she should be disposed in the scene. I had 
by repeated experiments so saturated myself 
with the action of the play that a few days 
seemed to perfect the rehearsals. I acted on 
these occasions with all the point and feeling 
that I could muster. This answered the double 

urpose of giving me freedom, and of observ- 
ing the effect of what I wasdoing on the ac- 
tors. They seemed to be watching me closely, 
and Icould tell by little nods “of approval 
where and when the points hit. 

“‘T became each day more and more inter- 
ested in the work; there was in the subject 
and the part much scope for novel and fanciful 
treatment. If the sleep of twenty years was 
merely incongruous, there would be room for 
argument proand con; but itisan impossibility. 
I felt thatthe audience would accept it at 
once—not because it was an impossibility, but 
froma desire to know in what condition a 
man’s mind would beif such an event could 
happen. Would he be thus changed? His 
identity being denied both by strangers, friends 
and family, would he at last almost accept the 
verdict, and exclaim, ‘Then I am dead, and 
thatis a fact?’ This was the strange and 
original attitude of the character that at- 
tracted me. 

Tn acting such a part what todo was sim- 
ple enough, but what not to do was the im- 
portant and difficuit point to determine. <As 
the earlier scenes of the play were of a 
natural and domestic character, I had only to 
draw upon my experience for their effect, or 
ing et conventional methods as myself 
and others had used before in characters of 
thatilk. But from the moment Rip meets 
the spirit of Hendrik Hudson and his crew I 
felt that all colloquial dialogue and common- 
place pantomime should cease. It is at this 
point in the story that the supernatural ele- 
ment begins, and henceforth the character 
must be raised from the domestic plane and 
lifted into the realms of the ideal. 

“To be brief, tlre play was acted with a re- 
sult that was to me both satisfactory and dis- 
appointing. I was quite sure that the charac- 
ter-was what I had been _ seeking, and I was 
equally satisfied that the play was not. The 
action had neither the body nor the strength 
to carry the hero; the spiritual quality was 
there, but the human interest was wanting. 
The final alterations and additions were made 
five years later by Dion Boucicault, and will 
be referred to in their place.’’

years of age in such state. 

“With the fifteenth amendment out of the 
way, this penalty for the disfranchisement of 
citizens should be and would be enforced. The 
loss of political power in the states, with the 
greatest masses of black go ow vere if they 
should tlect to regulate the electorial franchise

“That is a tremendous year’s work Atlanta 
has laid out.’ 

“Yes, it is a bigger year’s work than I ever 
knew ofinacity of this size. , Birmingham, 
one year, built 2,000 houses, but I don’t think 
they averaged $1,200 that year. Many of them 
were very small—two or three rooms. 

‘There is a great deal of heavy work laid out 
for this year. There is the Kiser building, the 
Hirsch building, the High building, the county 
courthouse addition, the Grady hospital, the 
Masonic temple, the Lewis cracker factory, 
the block of stores by the Newspaper 
Union, Mrs. Handy’s hotel and Judge Hill- 
yer’s addition that will aggregate $300,000, and 
if Mr. S. M. Inman and Mr. F. E. Block build 
residences this year it will $50,000 more.” 

“Don’t forget that General Alexander is 
getting up plans for a $500,000 union depot to 
be built this vear.’”’ 

‘*“That’s so.” 

“And if the people vote the bonds on the 
23d there goes $250,000 into waterworks.”’ 

“Yes, andthe Second Baptist church will 
add $60,000 more.”’ 

So the conversation ran on. 

‘In view of all this building, what sugges- 
tions have you to make?”’ Mr, Bruce was 
asked. 

‘‘Well, in the first place,’ said he, settling 
back and throwing one leg over the arm of the 
chair, ‘‘I would advise that when a man builds 
a house he get a good architect and have his 
plans and specifications made properly. The 
pecple of Atlanta are building a much better 
class of houses than ever before. There is 
more thoroughness and more attention to de- 
tail. 

‘One thing I would suggest isto make the 
houses rat proof by the use of brick nogging 
between the timbers. Another feature is that 
we use a great deal of felt paper between floors 
and on the side between weatherboarding. 
Nearly every house now is double weather- 
boarded. Five or ten years ago this was not 
the case. 

“There bas been a vast improvement in the 
interior tinish within the last few years. 
Houses now are finished in natural pine. 
Even in the better class of houses it is pre- 
ferred to oak or walnut. 

“Then in hardware there is a great improve- 
ment. This is specitied by the architects, and 
thev have educated the people up to first-class 
goods. 

‘‘Plumbing is a matter of vital importance. 
The plumbing ordinance has done a vast 
amount of good. The -new work is first-class, 
and the old traps are about cleaned -out. 
Whenever we come across defectiye plumb- 
ing we tear it out.’’ 

“What abont defective flues?” 

‘Mr. Morgan has an editorial on that in his 
building journal.” 

Here Mr. Morgan joined the conversation. 

‘Theidea I tried to express,”’ said he; ‘was 
that here the building inspectors cannot go 
into a building in courge of construction and 
interfere with it unless complaint is made. 
Then they can inspect the defect reported, but

“Can a man build a comfortable cottage for 
$1,5007'5 

‘Yes, and a very comfortable one for $2,000. 
I have.in mind an elegant cottage -just com- 
pleted for $2,000.” 

At random in the course of the conversation 
Mr. Bruce mentioned that a 135 room hotel 
was being erected at Indian Springs upon the 
property recently leased from. the state by Mr. 
George Collier. 

“Does Atianta furnish many plans out- 
side ’’’ he was asked. 

“Yes, she shapes the architecture. of 
part cf the state. We have 
as much work outside as inside, 
ulthough we have twice as much Atlanta 
work as we had last year. I reckon every 
architect in Atlanta has his hands full. 

‘The prevailing style is Romanesque,”’ said 
he in answer to a question, ‘‘massiyeness with 
the Roman arches. For residences of wood 
the prevalent style is Queen Anne, but not of 
a scvyere type. 
of Queen Anne, with overmuch shingle work 
and very low roofs is not as well adapted 
to the southern eli:mate as a freer style.’ 

A Talk With Mr. G. L. Norman. 


Mr. Norman was bending intently over a 
drawing when he wasinterrupted. He finished 
the part he was on and then turned his atten- 
tion with the same concentration upon the 
interrogator. 

_'*My advice,” said he, “is that people build 
simple houses, especially if they have not 
much to spend. The main object of a house 
is to make people comfortable, and, ta build 
simply for show is in bad taste. They put on 
all kinds of cheap ornaments that are vulgar 
even on expensive houses, and where they are 
trying to make a show with little money it is

the shoddiest buiding they can getup. It is 
expensive and not ornamental. 

‘A house should always be made as simple 
as possible; nothing should be put on that 
may be left off. It is strange that business 
men of good sense should use it so badly. when 
they come to build, and instead of building 
for comfort should build entirely for show. 
They even put tops on school houses that make 
them look | mm mir rE 

“What is the prevailing style?’ 

“The prevailing style is no style at all. But 
few houses here or elsewhere are built In g 
taste. Any style is good. There is no prefer- 
ence, so that the styleis carried out. A build- 
ing should also suggest in its architecture the 
purp ose for which it is intended. 

‘The Romanesque style was introduced into 
this country by Richardson, who has used it 
very effectively; but his imitators always 
make a failure of it because they are not as 
cultivated as he, and consequently do no know 
how to carry it out. ._I do not think itag 
style for libraries and. public buildings, be- 
canse it is a style that was developed in the 
most barbarous age and has no suggestion of 
learning.

‘‘ Whatever suits the occasion 1s best no mat- 
ter what style, whether gothic, Romanesque, 
Queen Anne or renaissance soit is harmoni- 
ously carried out. : 

“Shingle as a rule is the best wall covering 
for frame houses, because the 
grain of the wood is perpendicular, whereas 
in weatherbéarding it is not. But when 
shingles are putup as an ornament, itis in 
bad taste,. for there is no particular beauty in 
the shingle. 

“There should always be eight inches of 
brick around flues where the brick touches 
woodwork. It takes more brick, but it is the 
only’ safe way to build a chimney, and I 
always put it in the specifications. Architects, 
as a rule, do not build chimneys large enough. 
Usually they only put four inches of brick be- 
tween a flue and woodwork. That is not sufli- 
cient.”’ 

The Moral Question. 

“Galvanized iron does not harmonize with 
anything. Itisa makeshift. It is used _ be- 
cause stone is too costly. 

“Tf a child looks up and seesiron painted to 
imitate stone, his keen eyes detect the fraud; 
and when his father undertakes to teach him 
truthfulness, the child tells him he is another. 
Why, I have even known ministers to build 
such falsehoods in their churches.”’ 

“Do you get any ideas from nature ?”’ 

‘Painting and sculpture are intended to 
suggest nature, but architecture is not. There 
is nothing if nature that you can pattern after. 
A great many writers on architeetwre know 
nothing about it. Thereis Ruskin who wrote 
so many bcoks about architecture without 
understanding his subject. In his description 
of the church cf San Marco, he said the un- 
dulatory appearance of the floor was the archi- 
tect’s representation of the waves of the 
Adriatic. Ifhe had understood construction 
he would have known that the church was 
built on piles and the floor settled. 

“The outlook is good for building this year, 
and T think there will be more of it done this 
year than last; certainly the houses will be of 
a better characier.”’

“There will be more work this year than 
last,’’ said he, “including the residences of 
Mr. Juman, Mr. Block and Mr. Jordan.

“Mr. Don Bain will build on Peachtree 
about a $7,000 house, Mr. J. J. Spalding one 
for about $7,500, and Mr. Louis Beck one to 
cost about $7,000. In West End Mr. M. L. 
Roberts will build a $10,000 house.

Wasnrnaton, April 13.—{Special.}—All 
diings considered, the office of President of 
sche United States is rather bare of perquisites. 
Probably he has fewer such that any other 
great ruler in the world. Beyond a few ar- 
ticles in the vegetable way, the nation pro- 
vides him with very little in addition to his 
salary of $50,000a year. “He has even to pay 
put of his own pocket the wages of his cook 
and maid-seryants, as well as the hire of his 
eoachman and the price of the fodder for his 
When he gives a_ state dinner, 
which clearly an official and not a 
personal affair,he has to pay for the 
feed. Not only does he not get anything 
cheaper than other people on account of being 
president, but he has actually to give more 
than ordinary folks for whatever he buys. The 
moment itis known that he desires a pair of 
horses, the price of the animals jumps 50 per 
eent, It is the same way with everything. As 
for horses and earriages, the president must 
bny his own, 

It is true that the president does have some 
things allowed him. Hehas his dwelling rent 
frec, which means that be is permitted to oc- 
cupy a few rooms up stairs in an office build- 
ing called the executive mansion.

They have absolutely nothing out- 
sido of their salaries of $8,000 a year, save an 
equipage apiece, and that is only 
obtained by a very loose constrye- 
tion of the law which provides two 
horses and a carriage for each department. It 
has been customary through many administra- 
tions for the secretaries to use these official 
equipages fer their private purposes. Secre 
tary of Agriculture Rusk, when he wasap- 
pointed to his present position, for the pur- 
poses—as he on one occasion expressed it—of 
‘‘keeping the flies off the administration’’— 
provided himself, for the department, 
with the finest pair of horses 
in Washington, and a brand new carriage of 
a fashion somewhat out of style, the coach- 
man sitting low down instead of aloft. In this 
velicie the ladies of his family make their 
social rounds. Secretary Noble also has a 
stunnirg pair of department horses and the 
swellest kind of a victoria. Secretary Blaine’s 
carriage is like Mr. Rusk’s, only not so new. 
This is the only cabinet ‘‘perk,’’ andit must be 
said that the secretaries are fairly entitled to it, 
inasinuch as their official situations impose 
on them certain duties of a social nature which 
ought not to be permitted to draw from their 
slender pay. 

Members of the cabinet can and do get 
fiowers, and even plants from the horticul- 
tural gardens of the city, near the Washington 
monument, for decorative purposes, when they 
g.ve entertainments; but this is not in the 
same sense a perquisite, inasmuch as they 
depend for such favors entirely upon the good 
wiil of the superintendent of public grounds. 
If he chooses to oblige them in this way, they 
get the things, and not otherwise. Many con- 
gressmen, and other persons of distinction, are 
similarly supplied by the courtesy of the high 
official, who controls all the parks, public 
buildings, and thing that grows in the capital 
city of the union. 

THE CONGRESSMAN NOT ABASHED. 

Itisan eccentricity peculiar to the average 
congressman that bashfulmess never restrains 
him from asking for anything. The principle 
he goes on seoms tobe that a member of the 
natioua:t legislature should get whatever he 
wants free. Being unabie to procure quite as 
munch as this, he tries to approach it as nearly 
as possible. How far he carries it successfully 
is illustrated to some extent by the fact that 
ho expects the nation to cut his corns for him, 
if he has any, free of charge—and the nation 
does, too, as will be explained later on.

When they want to obtain free gifts of 
plants, congressmen are obliged nowadays to 
apply to the department of agriculture. Form- 
erly they used to make requisitions upon the 
horticultural gardens, but they carried their 
demands to such excess,some members ex- 
pecting as many as 700 plants annually— 
enough to stock a small florist’s shop—that a 
law was passed prohibiting the giving-away of 
anything at all from the city greenhouses, 
though thousands of rose bushes and other 
things of -the sort are thrown out at 
certain times of the year, and any one can 
have them for the picking up. Congressmen, 
however, want them in pots, sent home with- 
out charge for expressage. ey are apt to 
get anything ef any sort that they want, too, 
at the department, owing tothe control they 
can exert over appfopriations.

tle book containing 100 stamps, each one about. 
twice the size of a postage stamp, One of 
these stamps, stuCk upon a telegraph blank, 
franks a message and makes it dead-head. 
W hen the book is exhausted the congressman 
sends for another one. Stipulation is 
made by the company that such 
free telegrams = shall relate exclu- 
sively to domestic matters, but there is the best 
possible reason for believing ‘that the regula- 
tion in question has been much stretched. 
til coinparatively recently congressmen were 
permitted by law to frank all sorts of packages 
and things, and they worked the privilege to 
such an extent that the abuse had to be sat 
down upon. Barrels, boxes, suits of clothes, 
every thing imaginable, they dispatched free 
in this way. Even now, when they are per- 
mitted to frank only documents and letters on 
official affairs, the privilege is made to serve 
illegitimate purposes to a great extent. 

Free shaves and hair cuts are perquisites of 
senators, but not of representatives, though 
why this distinction is made itis not easy to 
find out. As amatter of fact, however, the 
barbers who operate just off the cloak-room of 
the lower house charge the usual tariff for their 
services, while at their end of the capitol the 
senators pay nothing at all for tonsorial atten- 
tions, preferring to support the artists who 
manipulate razors and scissors about their 
august heads out of the contingent fund. This 
is a great economy, reflecting to advantage 
upon the wisdom of the sages whosit at the 
feet of Vice-President Morton. It has been 
thought judicious to encourage the habit of 
bathing among congressmen, and with thisend 
in view baths were made free for both house 
and senate, it being thought that no member 
would be likely to résist indulgence in any- 
thing that was gratis. Thus it happens that 
members of the lower house even do not infre- 
quently bathe at the capitol, where tubs are 
provided and likewise attendants to rub, draw 
water and offertowels. Liberal members often 
give the attendant fifty cents for such services, 
jut it is averred that senators are usually too 
dignified to offer tips. . If there is anything to 
be paid, the senate prefers to pay it out of the 
contingent fund. The house has also aspecial 
officer in the person of a chiropedist, who min- 
isters to the afflicted tootsies of representatives 
free of charge. They may give him something 
if they like. 

WHAT “‘STATIONERY’’ MEANS. 

Each member of congress has a perquisite of 
$125 worth of stationery. Formerly ‘‘station- 
ery’’ included such things as mouchoir-cases, 
opera glasses, clocks, brushes and combs, etc., 
all of which were kept in stock by the big gov- 
ernment stationers’ shops at either end of the 
capitol building. In those times senators and 
representatives were accustomed each year to 
lay in their supplies of Christmas presents 
from their stationery allowance; but alas! the 
privileges of the national legislator are being 
sadly cut down year by year. It is even pro- 
posed now to take away his power of direct- 
ing the appointment of fourth-class post- 
masters in his district. However, he is 
still entitled yearly to about 1000 
volumes of public books—perhaps 600 of 
them agricultural reports — and the 
latter, at all events, if he is not from an agri- 
cultural district, he can sell, and does sell, to 
a second-hand dealer or fellow-member at the 
uniform rate of 10 cents apiece. Hereis a 
source of income in itself. Aliso he receives 
5,000 small packages of seeds for distribution 
among his constituents. Congress appropri- 
ates $100,000 for this purpose each year. Nor 
would it do to leave out the points about mile- 
age. Each member, by law, gets 10 cents for 
every mile traveledin going one round trip 
from his home to Washington and back for 
each congress. A California congressman in 
this way receives a neat little $6, extra for 
each two years of service. Oongress- 
men seldom thought of paying railway 
fares until the inter-state com- 
merce law was passed, and even now they 
travel largely in the same way, though surre 
titiously, as it is suppesed. In the ue west it 
is considered a matter of course that a palace 
car shall be placed at the disposal of any mem- 
ber going east, with servants, provisions, 
wines, cigars, and liberty to invite as many 
friends to go along as he desires. Such pack- 
ing boxes as congressmen care to use are made 
for them free of charge in the carpenter sho 
at the capitol—beautifal pine chests wit 
hinges, and altogether desirable for packing 
dresses and family goods of all sorts, though it 
is understood as a matter of form that they are 
intended for storing away papers and docu- 
ments exclusively. Meals in the restaurants 
beneath the house and senate are served to 
members at considerably reduced prices. Your 
correspondent discovered this only the other 
day when he proffered a fifty-cent check and 
half a dollar for a dinner at one of these eat- 
ing houses. 

“I guess the waiter made a mistake,’ said 
the cashier. “You’re not a member, are you? 
I thought not. Dinner is fifty cents to a con- 
gressman, but soventy-five cents to any one 


else. Another quarter, if you please. Thanks.’’

There is an old saying which has this sad re- 
frain: 


“What can an old man do but die?” 

I was ruminating over this because I had 
just parted with a yenerable friend, who told 
me with a smile that this was his birthday— 
his seventy-fourth birthday. He always 
meets us with a smile that plays among the 
wrikles, and he never compiains of age or in- 
firmity, or anything else. He still pursues his 
calling and walks fecbiy to and fro, and will 
likely die iF the harness of honorable toil. 
He is a man of culture—a man of convictions, 
and yet he never gives offense. This old man 
can do a great deal besides dying. 
His very presence is a sermon to the 
rising generation. No wecan not spare him 
yet. One such maninacommunity is likea 
beacon—a light house among the breakers. If 
every aged man was like him there would be 
no wrecks, no lost passengers on the sea of life. 

There was another old man here not long 
ago, a veteran of eighty-five, whom the peo- 
pie of Georgia have long delighted to honor. 
His massive Scotch frame, smooth shaven face

bed in sadness orin tears. There is no sound 
so pitiful as the sighs of a sleeping child. 

Our school boys took a notion the other day 
that the first day of April belonged to them, 
and so they plotted to play the fool and not go 
to school, rule or no rule. These were the 
big, smart, uppity boys of the highest grade, 
and remind me of the seniors of a college— 
the seniors I used to belong to. And so they 
asked the professor to give them holiday, and 
he said he would like to very much, for he was 
about half sick and feared he was taking the 
ineasies, but that he had no right to give holi- 
days and the board might notiike it. The boys 
interviewed the president of the board, and he 
said that he had seen the time when the boys 
took holidays nolens volens nunc proc tunc 
and bolus noxious, or words to that effect, 
which the boys understood as a fayor- 
able response, and so they stroked 
their chin fuzz and laid their plans for a coun- 
try frolic. They even inveigled some of the 
larger girlsinto the conspiracy. When the 
morning came the professor was left without a 
quorum. He pretended to be very mad, but 
he wasent. He never gets mad. He said he 

vould report the whole concern to the board, 
but he dident. He wenthome to enjoy the 
measles, but got over theminan hour or so, 
and was seen riding with a young lady in 
the aiternoon, and ° everything was 
calm and serene. The boys apologized and 
the girls smiled sweetly, and it was agreed all 
round they would not do so again for a year—- 
just a year.

In old 
times,the teachers wouldn’t trust the boys with 
their reports. They sent them to their fathers, 
for they were afraid the boys would change the 
figures to suit théir own ideas of 
propriety, and I reckon we would, for 
there was right smart hostility between 
teacher and pupil. Their relations to each 
other are much kinder now. The teachers 
used to stand upon their dignity and carried 
themselves with stiff and stately reserve.

-I never made much fuss over a 
common-size whipping, but when the hickory 
cut intoan old mark that hadent got well,it hurt 
I tell yowit did. It was piling ‘‘Pelion upon 
Ossa’’—that is to say, it peeled to the bone. 
The boys wouldent do a teacher that way now, 
re would the teacher lick the boys like they 
id. 

Our young folks are having a good time and 
no mistake. Too good, I’m afraid. They are 
taking up a power of time with their societies. 
There is the Bumble Bee club, that meets once 
a month, and it takes a good deal of time and 
talking to fix forit. They meet and laugh and 
talk nonsense and play all serts of plays and 
kick up the carpet and dislocate a window 
shade or two and three or four chairs; and we 
have to grin and bear it, for the young folks 
must be made happy, you know, for the sake 
of future memories. Then there is another set 
who have gotten up a cocking club, the 
Y.L.C.C. If they have ever cooked any we 
havent heard of it. We thought it was a good 
training school, but I don’t see the train. It 
took my folks all day to make and bake a 
Rocky mountain cake to Carry to that club for 
a midnight lunch, and alot of hungry boys 
eat it all up as soon it got there, and I never 
got nary slice, and nobody there learned how 
to make it or bake it. Yesterday my folks 
told ime to send up some cabbage, 
and I thought it was for  din- 
ner and fixed up my appetite, but when 
dinner came there wasent a sign of cabbage, 
and I found out it was converted into a bowl- 
ful of chicken salad for the club. So I never 
got any cabbage, nor chicken,nor salad, nor 
anything else hardly. I consider myself the 
injured person, for 1 am not asked to join the 
club, not even as an honorary member. It is 
all outgo and no income to me, and I’m almost 
ready to sing: 

‘What car an oid man do but die?”

Our Northern Settlers. 
From the Boston Post. 

Northern settlers in Georgia have with remark- 
able unanimity and enthusiasm accepted the sug- 
gestion of democratic papers there that they hold 
a convention to discuss the situation in the south 
and thus enlighten the north. Indeed, there 
promises to be some rivalry between different 
localities for the honor of holding it, but the resi- 
dents of northern birth at Douglasville have 
stolen a march on the larger cities by quietly per- 
fecting arrangements while the rest were talking 
about it. Accordingly a convention will 
be heldj there on June i8th next, and 
every northern man in Georgia is_ in- 
vited to attend, while excursions will be arranged 
from New Engiand and the west. These Doug- 
lasville people say they will ‘show the truth 
o the people of the north about the south, 
socially, morally and every other way,’ and if 
they do that the whole country will be exceeding 
glad.

“THEREIS AHAPPY LAND,’ 


The old associations. 

They are hard to get rid of. 

A few weeks agothere appeared a little 
sketch in these columns, the burden of which 
was the old song: 

“There isa happy land 
Far, far away!” 

The little story seems to have awakened 
melodious memories in the hearts of a number 
of people, who had possibly not thought of the 
old Sunday school days for years and years. 

Among others who appreciated the sketch 
was an anonymous friend in Athens, Ga., who 
enclosed a short account of the life and work 
of the author of the sweet old song, clipped 
from a paper of recent date. 

On the 4th of December, 1889, Mr. Andrew 
Young, F. R. S. E., was buried in Rosebank 
cemetery,’ Edinburgh, Scotland. 

He was the author of the little song which 
has bebn the means of reclaiming manya 
prodigal son from the dry husks of sin during 
the last half century. 

“There is a happy land, 
Far, far away !” 

His sainted spirit took its flight to that happy 
land, of which he sang so sweetly, on the day 
before; and, although there was grief, deep 
and sincere, in the old-time town in which he 
lived, God’sangels made him welcome to 
that ‘‘Happy Land,” of which he wrote; 

“Bright in that happy land 
Beams every eye, 


Kept by a Father's hana, 
Love cannot die.’’ 


Added to that is the simple refrain’ which 
has caused thousands of childish hearts to throb 
with a new born joy, and has made the seed 


sown in desert and stormy places to spring up 


and bear an hundred fold. It is this; 
“Ah, then, to glery ran 
For a crown and kingdom won, 
And bright above the stin, 
Reign, reign for aye!’ 

Do you want the story, little ones? 

Possibly I may prove prosey ia attempting 
to tell it, but it is a matter of fact which you, 
as well as, I, may profit. 

This man, of whom I speak, was a teacher. 
His life was devoted to the instruction of the 
young, and to the edification of the elderly. 

He was born in quaint old Edinburgh near 
thé monument erected to the memory of gentle 
Walter Scott—whose memory is sacred to the 
civilized world—and at an early age he entered 
the university. 

He was the son of a teacher, and inherited 
all of his father’s fondness for the profes- 
sion of a pedagogue, which kept him 
from entering the university, and induced him 
to pursue the calling of a preceptor. 


He was eminently fitted for the task, and 


} was chosen by the law council of Edinburgh 


as “dominie” of the Niddry street school.§ 

It was during his ten years’ charge of that 
school that he composed the simple hymn 
that has touched more hearts than any other 


- religious song in the English language. 


It was in the autumn of the year 1858, when 
the heather was growing brown upon the hils 
of bonnie Scotland, that he chanced to meet a

ized in the song: 

‘There is a happy land, 
Far, far away !’’ 

The dominie listened to it, and became en- 
raptured. 

Was it the voice of the woman? 

Or what was it? : 

Something caused him to lose his equanimity, 
and the quiet old teacher seemed endowed 
with an appreciative faculty that was not his 
own by uature. 

He asked for a repitition. 

It was granted. 

And again —— 

The lady played the simple little air once 
more. 

The dominie was in an ecstacy, and begged 
to hear the air once more. 

With feelings inexpressible, the lady played 
it over, and at the end of the performance was 
surprised to see him pick up his hat and take 
his leave in a most unceremonious manner. 

Back to his lonely apartments Dominie 
Young went,but he could not rid himself of the 
influence of that simple air. 

In his heart the soft cadences rung, until no 
longer able to control himself he wrote the 
sweet little song which has immortalized so 
many souls, to whom the immortal authors 
name was never. known. 

It is seldom that the song of an author 1s 
chanted over his own bier, but t%is was the 
case on that December morn, in far away 
Edinburgh, when they laid the old man im the 


rave. 
5 Children thronged the gravelled walks of 
the ancient burial place, and as the coflin, 
which contained all that was not immortal of 
the beloved «‘dominie,’”’ was lowered into the 
tomb, they burst forth in a grand chorus, 
chanting the fervent hymn, 
“There is a happy land, 
Far, far, away!’ 

During the latter years of his life this man, 
whose scientific researches wHile connected 
with St. Andrews’s college entitled him to the 
degree of Fellow of the Royal Society of Edin- 
burgh, was not a great lover of children, but 
fed the birdsin the public square, near the 
tomb of Walter Scott, ag day of high noon. 

The sturdy Scotts, of Edinburgh, became 
accustomed to the old man’s eccentricities, 
and watched him with passive indifference 
as he fed the sparrows on cracker-crumbs and 
called the crows to give them a treat of cookies 
twice a week. 

The leaves were falling on that bleak 
November day when last he paid his accus- 
tomed visit to the tomb of his hero, Walter 
Scott, and banaueted the sparrows, and after- 
wards summoned the noisy crows to partake of 
a collation from his withered hands.

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The Emperor and His Policy---The So- 


cialists Meeting. 


Berurs. April 11.—[Copyright, 1899, by 
Now York Associated Press. }—Immediately 
npon his return from W iesbaden, Emperor 
William will hold a-series of prolonged con- 
ferences with the heads of the various depart- 
ments, Chancellar \ on ¢ aprivi, Baron Von 
Ferlepsch and Baron Von Bieberstein, suc- 
cossively- It is reported to be the determina- 
tion of the omperor toexercise a rigid personal 
gerutiny over every measure. Besides over- 
Joading himself with work, he, in the mean- 
time, threatens to paralyze ministerial work. 
None of the bills based on the decisons of the 
labor conference, and prepared by Baron \ on 
erlepsch, has yet received the final imperial 
sanction. The assent of bundesrath to measures 
is doubtful. The federal government do not 
e emperor's eager haste forreform. The 
prospect is, therefore, that when the emperor 
opens the reichstag, In his speech from the 
throne announcing labor measures, he will 
speak without the quality of definiteness 
which characterized the announcements of the 
Bismarck regime, 

Beyond the pregnant fact that the reichstag 
willbe asked to grant a military credit of 
probably 800,000,000 marks, nothing is known 
of the government 5 programme, 

The progressist press indulges in visions of a 
change in the tariff policy, a reduction of 
duties on cerea!s and progressive modifications 
of custom, so as to abolish taxation on articles 
that are absolutely necessary for the use of the 
people and the simultaneous adaptation of 
tarifis so as to develop the industries of the 
country. 

THE EMPEROR WILL LET IT ALONE. 

It is not believed in official circles that the 
emperor will be rash enough to entangle him- 
self in difficulties entailed by a revision of the 
tariff, which would involve complete reforms 
in the whole financial and fiscal system of 
the empire. Equally discredited are the 
rumors that the emperor intends to propose a 
revision of the constitution in the direction of 
reduction of the powers of the bundesrath, 
while the centralizing power in the hands of 
the minister is controlled by the emperor. 
Neither the reichstag nor the pundesrath, will 
ever assent to an extension of the imperial 
yowers toward absolutism. Already the lead- 
ing federal princes of the empire, incredulous 
of the emperor’s capacity and scared by his 
methods of governing are trying to tone down 
his self-contidence. It is an open secret that the 
governments of Bavaria, Wurtemburg and 
Saxony, which hold fourteen votes in the 
bundesrath, will not co-operate in imperial 
measures unless the emperor consults them 
more on the general line of his policy. 

Tonight the Reichsanzgeier has a curt, sig- 
nificant disclaimer of the reported reorganiza- 
tion of the central ministerial departments. 

It is denied that the government ever con- 
templated increasing the responsibility of the 
ministers. The temper of the leading federal 
governments, the article says, would not brook 
any discussion of the subject. This made an 
official denial of the report necessary. 

COMPLEXION OF THE REICHSTAG. 

The reichstag will meet with various parties 
undetermined awaiting the effect of the gov- 
ernment programme before grouping them- 
selves. The ofticial record of the composition 
of the reichstag after the second ballot is as 
follows: Conservatives, 72; imperialists, 19; 
national liberals, 43 freisinnige, 57; centrists, 
107 : socialists, 35; volks vartie, 10; Poles, 16; 
Guelphs, 11; reichslanders, 10; anti-semites, 
5b; Dane, 1; no party, 1.9 

One of the chief features of the moment is 
disunion among the freisinnige party since the 
freistnnige members of the landtag cen- 
sured the leadership of Richter as dicta- 
torial and inclastic. The quarrel has widened. 
Richter now leads a section of party in the 
basic policy of pure opposition to the conserva- 
tive government. Laenaland Rickert, backed 
by an important faction, would coalesce with 
the advanced nationals, or even co-operate 
with the government on liberal proposals. In 
the face of the expected coalition with the 
conservates, the imperialists and right wing of 
national liberals are forming a reactionary 
group against the liberal policy of the govern- 
ment. 

The freisinnge party,will be compelled to close 
theirranks. The socialist bodies have a mo- 
mentary fued over the workmen’s proposed 
celebration on May Ist. Libnecht and Bebel 
will attend the reunion of the delegates to- 
morrow to urge the unwisdom of making the 
manifestation. Grillberger, Vollmar and 
Schippel support the celebration. Libnecht is 
backed by the police, who have given warning 
that they will not tolerate street demonstra- 
tions. ‘

A procession was formed with visiting 
mayors in full regalia and members. of munici- 

alities in uniform at their head, accompanied 

ry bands of music and with flags flying the 
varaders marched from Limerick junction to 
New Tipperary. The scene was one of great 
enthusiasm. The houses were gaily decorated 
with flags and evergreens and pictures. of 
Gladstone, Parnell], O’Brien, Davitt and other 
patriots were everywhere displayed. Upon 


arriving at the platform, which had been 
erected opposite the mart, the processson 
halted. 


The meeting was promptly organized with 
Canon Cahill in the chair, Upon taking the 
chair, Canon Cahill presented an address to 
the English visitors from the town commis- 
sioners and tenant defense commission. Mr. 
Picton and Lady Sandhurst returned thanks 
and complimented the people of the new town 
upon the spirit shown by them. 

After a few words by the lord mayor of Dub- 
lin, Mr. Davitt was introduced. He was 
greeted with cheers. He said that the first 
care of the evicted tenants had been to pro- 
vide for their poorer brethren. That fact 
would redound to the honor of the Irish name. 
He was proud to joinin the welcome to the 
English visitors. 

Mr. O’Brien, who was the next speater, re- 
ceived an ovation. He said he was delighted 
to find himself again in the thick of the fight. 
The scene they were now witnessing had no 
parallel in the history of Ireland. In elo- 
quent terms he desbribed the people’s triumph 


in this struggle, which had si roused 
the whole Irish race. When the 
national fight was ended, it would be their 


proudest thought that the men of Tipperary 
had risked their homes and {property, their 
liberties and lives, for justice and this dear old 
land. Heconcluded by declaring the mart 
open, and praying that God would bless the 
people and save Ireland.

The Senate Passes the Bill Transferring the 
Weather Bureau, Etc. 

Wasninocton, April 12.—The calendar was 
taken up soon after the senate assembled, and 
a great number of bills were passed under the 
five minute rule. Among them were the fol- 
lowing public building bills: Fargo, Dak., 
$75,000; San Jose, Cal., $200,000; Pueblo,Col., 
$450,000; Baton Rouge, La., $100,000; Bridge- 
ton, N. J., $75,000. A majority of the bills 
disposed of were of a private or local character. 
The only bill passed of importance to the pub- 
lic service was the senate bill to increase the 
efficiency and reduce the expense of the signal 
corps ofgfthe army. The bill transfers to the 
department of agriculture the weather bureau, 
leaving the signal corps of the army to remain 
in the war department. The weather bureau 


is to consist of one chief and 
such civilian employes as congress may 
annually provide for. The chief is 


to have an annual compensation of $4,500, and 
is to be appointed by the president by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate. But the 
chief signal officer of the army may be de- 
tailed by the president to take charge of the 
weather bureau. The enlisted force of the 
signal corps is to be discharged from the army 
on June 30th, 1891, and such portions of the 
force as may be necessary shall be transferred 
to the department of agriculture. Skilled ob- 
servers now serving in the signal service are to 
be preferred for appointment in the weather 
bureau. The signal corps is to consist of one 
major, four captains age and four first. 
lieutenanis (mounted), with pay and allow- 
ances of like grades in the army; and the en- 
listed force of the signal corps is to consist of 
fifty sergeants. 
The senate then adjourned. 


The Unseating of Wise. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—Immediately after 
reading the journal the house resumed con- 
sideration of the contested election case of 
Waddell against Wise. 

Messrs. Houghen, of Wisconsin, and Dalzell, 
of Pennsylvania, spoke in favor of the con- 
testant. Then Mr. Wise, of Virginia, took the 
floor in his own behalf. 

After further discussion a vote was taken on 
the minority substitute resolution declaring 
the seat vacant, and it was defeated. Yeas, 
119; nays, 133. 

The majority resolution, declaring Waddell 
entitled to the seat, was adopted. Yeas, 134; 
nays, 120; and that gentleman appeared at the 
bar of the house and took the oath of office. 

Public business was then suspended, and the 
house proceeded to pay fitting tribute to the 
memory of the late James Laird, representa- 
tive from Nebraska, and at 4:50 adjourned. 


The Conductors and Brakemen. 

St. Louis, April 11.—The strike of the con 
ductors and brakemen on the St.Louis division 
of the Mobile and Ohio road continues. Only 
one freight train has passed over the road since 
last Monday, and that was operated by the 
superintendent and Trainmaster Brown. The 
strikers say General Manager Clark conceded 
vart of their demands Tuesday, but later went

New York, April 12.—Nearly one-half of 
the men who struck work on the building in 
which Paulsen and Eager, or Greenpoint have 
been putting iron work, went back to work 
today. The contractors agreed to employ 
none but union men, and a compromise was 
thus effected. 


Against the Tariff Bill. 

BERLIN, April 12.—The agitation in Paris cir- 
cles, growing out of an apprehension that the 
McKinley tariff administrative bill, if it should 
become a law, would havea serious effect upon 
the business of exporting tothe United States, 
now has its counterpart in this city. Many of the 
merchants interested in the exportation of goods 
to America are seeking to bring infinences to 
bear for the purpose of having the bill either 
greatly modified or altogether withdrawn. They 
assert thatthe measureif it goes in the present 
form will strike a fresh blow at exportation.

BUCK’S LETTER TO CLARKSON, 

In Buck’s letter to Clarkson, about the 
Americus” postoffice, .he says that’ W. W. 
Brown informed him that Mr. Cobb read him 
a letter he had written to Judge Crisp, in 
which he stated that nothing could be shown 
against’ ‘‘the black’’ Dudley’s character or 
fitness for the office, save that he is a negro. 

When Judge Crisp read the letter today he 
said that he had never received any letter 
from Captain Cobb, containing any indorse- 
ment of Dudley, but, on the contrary, has re- 
ceived two letters from Cobb expressing the 
hope that Dudley's confirmation could be pre 
vented.

Cuicaco, April 12.—Whefi trade opened in 
pork the wildest excitéiment prevailed, the ° 
crowd looking up to the fact that the «market 
was cornered. For some months past, the 
sawyer— Wallace Clique, of New York—it is 
generally suppostd, have been buying up pork 
and when business started in the morning 
there was no May pork for sale under $12.75. 
As the closing prices yesterday was $11.45, this 
was a mighty big buige, but there was “worse 
and more of it” later. It kept advancing five 
-— or more at a time, and before the clese 
o 


the . first hour was séliing at 
$15.25. As is usually the case, 
when prices are booming at that rate, 


very little was sold, but there was tremendous 
excitement, and the pit was crowded with 
traders and spectators. July pork showed a 
Similar advance, and lard and ribs were 
somewhat higher. McCormick & Company, 
representatives of the New York clique, were 
again prominent as buyers of July pork, and 
Armour, Hutchinson, Pooleand Baldwin were 
also buyers. 

Late in the morning the Hutchinson menpbid 
$15.75 for July pork, which was an advance 
of mure than $4 per barrel over last night's 
closing prices. It was apparent thatthe clique 
was after some big shorts, most of the orders 
coming from New York to Hutchinson. As ne 
regular pork can be made until October, the 
clique has control of ail the months up to that 
time. Subsequently July pork was offered at 
$12.55 and it looked as though some big shorte 
had been run in, for offerings were numerous 
aud there were no bids. It was said that ona 
house called margins for $300,000 in previ- 
sions. 

A good many of the board, however, at- 
tributed the squeeze to Armour. They say 
that the Sawyer-Wallace clique transferred 
the deal to him, when they found they were 
unable to carry it through, and that his is now 
the master-hand. Hatley & Swift were 
large buyers of lard, and Armour bought riba, 
while T. J. Ryan & Company bought four 
million pounds of May and July ribs.

WARRENTON, Ga., April 11.—[Special.]— 
@harlie McGregor’s life is in the hands of a 
Warren county jury. 

A few miuutes after 90’clock tonight Judge 
Lumpkin finished his exhaustive charge in 
the momentous case which has occupied his 
attention this week, and Foreman Parham and 
his associates took the case. 

At midnight there is no verdict, 

Will McGregor be acquitted ? 

The prosecution expect nothing more than 
a mistrial. The defense has profound hopes of 


acquittal. 
: But there will be no decision until Monday. 


Possibly not then. 
The Story of the Trial. 

The little white necktie doctor, whose negro 
yninstrel show has been one of the big attrac- 
tions of court week, shut up shop this morn- 
ing, and with as many of the male inhabitants 
of Warrenton as the big square courtroom 
would hold, crowded there to hear the elo- 
quence of Twiggs and the silver-tongued Wat- 
son. It was thought when court adjourned 
last night, both speeches would be made this 
morning, and the case given to the jury this 
afternoon, but the state had a surprise in store 
for the defense, and a big one. 

“Your honor,’ began Judge Twiggs, as the 
court asked him if he were ready to proceed 
with his argument, ‘‘we have a very important 
request temake. That is, that we may put 
upon the stand a newly-discovered witness. 
iis testimony is important in this case.’’ 

Mr. Watson made a strong objection to this. 
The jury was sent out, and the point war ar- 
grued at some iength. Judge Lumpkin decided 
that the testimony should come, as he had al- 
ways favored throwing the greatest light upon 
all cases. 

Then J. A. Swain was called. 

THE MUCH DISCUSSED WITNESS. 

A tall, lank countryman, twenty-four or 
twenty-five years of age, arose from the crowd 
back in the center of the house, and edged to 
the front. Swain is a nephew of J. Swain, 
and Cody’s brother-in-law, and of Jack Swain, 
whose testimony today created such a sensa- 


tion. 

Young John told of a conversation Mce- 
Gregor had with himthe day of the adjourn- 
ment ofthe Aprilterm ofcourt. McGregor, 
he said, told him that Cody had hit the grit. 
Then he said: “He’d better stay gone, the 
d———d scoundrel. If he comes back to this 
city I'l) kill him.” 

It was this threat, made some days before 
the shooting of Cody, that the prosecution 
wanted so badly to get in, as showing malice 
on the part of the defendant. 

M’GREGOR ONCE MORE. 

This testimony created much sensation, but 
that senfation was nothing as compared with 
that which followed. ‘Straightening up in 
his chait, Major McGregor, with. characteris- 
tic firmmess, walked to the side of Judge 
Lumpkin, and turning to the jury: 

™Gentiemen, there is not one word of truth 
im the statement. I say that with all the 
selemnity of a manin the position I am. If 
there were a word of truth in it I would not 
deny it. You must sce the disadvanagesat which 
the state has placed mein, saving this testi- 
mony until now when you must know that my 
life is in jeopardy.” 

*“‘He’s maki an argument not a state- 
ment,’ interrupted Judge Twiggs. 

The interruption put McGregor on fire. Turn- 
ing towards Twiggs, his eyes flashed, the mus- 
cles of hisface twitching and trembling all 
over, he cried out: 

“My God, Judge Twiggs, give me some 
show! For God’s sake give me the show that 
the constitution of the state grants me. God 
knows it pains me to have toask mercy of any 
man, but my God, sir, my like is at stake.”’ 

**T’ll try to take care of that, major,”’ inter- 
rupted Mr. Watson, 

Judge Lumpkin had a word to say to ad- 
monish McGregor to make his statement to 
the jury. The storm blew over and 
McGregor recited his declaration of 
the utter falsity of J. . Swain’s 
statement. He went on to show that Swain’s 
father and uncles were active  pros- 
ecutors in this case, that he 
(MeGregor) had had a personal  difii- 
culty with this witness’ father some 
tne before all this, to show the 
animus on the part of the witness. There 
was a stir in every part of the room when 
- Judge Twiggs. began reading the court the 
Jaw he would insist upon as _ that 
which the case should rest. He 
read these sections of the case bearing 
on the taking of human life, the different 
degrees of killing, making his point particu- 
lariy upon that which makes killing for re- 
venge murder. I could not begin to do justice 
to Twiggs, by any sort of a synopsis of his re- 
aiarks. He began by telling of the causes in 
which he had appeared, presenting three 
cases of assassination, and he depicted the 
shooting of Cody by McGregor as the worst of 
the three. He dwelt upon the circumstance of 
the shooting, for adew minutes, during which 
he opened up the vial of wrath, and poured the 
contents on the prisoner at the bar. The 
special point of the state was that ‘the killing 
was done, not through fear; but in a spirit of 
revenge. Counsel maintained that the killing 
of Cody meant revenge. This revenge was 

roven. ‘“‘The only man in the case,’’ said 

udge Twiggs, in one of his references to the 
lady whose name Las been mentioned, ‘‘who 
has, in any way, reflected upon that lady isthe 
prisoner atthe bar. I myself would ; not re- 
fiect upon the character of a pure woman if 
you would, and you would not if I would. This 
trial has completely vindicated her good 
name.’’. | 
~ 4f you had seen Judge Twiggs in an impor- 
tant criminal case, you can imagine hjs ciose 


fo'the jury. It wasa fight, fight, fight, from 


the start to the finish. It was a powerful ti- 
rade, powerfully delivered, and certainly was 
the very best presentation of the state’s case 
which could possibly have been made. For 
four hours he talked, emphasizing with 
strongest emphasis every point which could 
stistain his case. Toward the end his voice 
went to pieces, and when, with a final appeal 
to the jury to do justice, the big attorney had 
to leave the court room and go to his hotel. 
NOW THE DEFENSE. 

Tom Watson had just begun his statement 
to the court, when there was a rustle and 
bustle, and, under escort of Phil Green and 
other friends, Mrs. McGregor and her children 
came tothe bar. It was a scene to which 
Warren court was not accustomed. It is need- 
less to say it had its @ffect. Mrs. McGregor 
teok a seat by her husband, her hand in_ his. 
In this way they sat for the two hours _from 
the tinie of Mr. Watson’s beginning until the 
court called a halt, at 6 o’clock, for supper.

* THEN THE CHARGE. 

. There was a stir in court as the closing argu- 
ment was ended. 

Judge Lumpkin began his charge. He made 
a full review of the law in the case, and then 
applied it to the facts as follows: 

‘It is not denied by the defendant that he 
killed Cody, but he contends thathe did so 
justifiably. In order to enable youto decide 
whether or not his pleaof justification has 
been sustained, you should ascertain and de- 
termine what occurred when the killing oc- 
curred, and consider the relations existing be- 
tween the parties at the time, and 
the surrounding circumstances when the 
homicide took place. Was McGregor in ac- 
tual danger of being then and there killed by 
Cody, or any felony committed on him by 
Cody, or were the circumstances at that time of 
such a nature as to excite in McGregor 
reasonable fears that he was in such danger 
from Cody. If there was such actual danger to 
McGregor, or if there was reasonable grounds 
for him to fear that then, and if he was not 
the agpressor, he had the right to kill Cody, 
and in so doing would be justifiable. On the 
other hand, if, at the time of the killing, Cody 
was either endeavoring, by violence or sur- 
prise, to commit murder or any other felony 
on McGregor, and if McGregor was neither 
in danger from Cody, nor had any reasonable 
ground to fear he was in such danger, he 
would not be justifiable in killing Cody. 1 
have already read you the law, which shows 
that no provocation by words, menaces or con- 
temptuous gestures can free a person who 
kills another from the guilt of murder. 
If, before the killing of Cody tcok place, he 
had used any offensive words to or of 
McGregor, or had made any attack on 
MeGregor, this would not justify McGregor in 
killing Cody, or prevent such killing from 
being murder. Ialso charge you that a pre- 
vious assault by Cody upon McGregor, made a 
considerable tine before the homicide, if an 


assault was made, would not justify McGregor | 


in killing Cody. You may consider all] that 
took piace between the parties previous to the 
homicide, their conduct, relations and feelings 
toward each other, and that these things would 
justify the killing. The court tells you plainly 
and distinctly, they of themselves would not, 
but you may consider, for the purpose of 
deciding the question, whether McGregor 
was in actual danger from Cody 
when he killed him or had 
reasonable ground at the very time to fear he 
was. If all these previous occurrences and 
transactions between the parties throw any 
light on the question they may be considered 
by you for that purpose. You may also con- 
siderthem for the purpose of determining 
whether McGregor acted in a spirit of revenge 
and killed Cody maliciously. If he killed 
Cody on account of such previous occurrences, 
anti from motives of revenge, no matter how 
much he may have been wronged in the past 
by Cody, the killing was murder. If he killed 
Cody in self-defense he was justified. 
THE JURY HAS THE CASE, 

The case was with the jury. Some few ne- 
groés who were aback of the court room, as the 
. # 
jury went out, left, but almost everybody else 
remained to await the verdict. Naturally 
there was much discussion as to the probabil- 
ities of the jury’s action. The prevailing sen- 
timent seeins to be that the chances were 
for acquittal, the only alternative being a mis- 
trial. 

As I write, the jury has been out an hour. 
Before the midnight bell ushering in Sunday, 
a verdict may bg announced. [If it is not, 
Judge Lumpkin will leave the case with the 
jury until Monday, when he will reconvene 
court to receive the verdict. 

SOME PROBABILITIES AND POSSIBILITIES. 

Judge Lumpkin is due in Hancock county 
next week, but if this jury holds out, he wil! 
have to adjourn that court and come here. 
This case, said the judge tonight, has been 
most terrible upon me. The friendly relations 
I have born toward Mrs. Dubose and her hus- 
band, who was my best friend, made me anx- 
ious to keep out all reference to her; and 
while, of course, there was nothing at all 
which yeflected, or could reflect upon her, in 
any way, the trying of the case has been a 
most painful duty. I am sincerely giad it’s 
all over. 

There has been some talk of  pos- 
sible harm to Major McGregor in 
case he is acquitted. Thereis nothing in that. 
If he is freed, Major McGregor will continue 
to reside here. But he will, so he informs me, 

robably spend six months or a fear in travel, 
is family is very much opposed to his re- 
maining here, but he seems determined to 
stay. 
NO VERDICT TONIGHT. 

News from the jury was watched for with 
deep interest, but time passed rapidly by with- 
out any intimation of what was going on. 
Once Judge Lumpkin called them out, and 
told them that court must adjourn at midnight, 
in case they did not think they could agree on 
a verdict within forty minutes they might now 
go to theirroom. 

The jury decided to take the forty 
minutes, and Tom Watson’s face wore a 
beautificially happy expression. He felt 
certain that the verdict would be his, 
if verdict there were within that 
time, and everybody about the court room 
shared the same opinion. 

At five minutes before midnight, however, 
nothing had been heard from them, and Judge 
Lumpkin sent them to their quarters, ad journ- 
ing until 11 o’clock on Monday. 

So the case, the State vs. Charles. McGregor, 
remains undecided. JOE OL.

The fine was 
placed at two dollars and all cost of court.

Hewitt, 
together with the ladies who accompanied 
them on their recent southern tour have all re- 


turned home. ; ons 

Every member of the party is enthusiastic 
over the delights of the trip, and all unite in 
yoting the excursion one of exceptional pleas- 
ure and valuable instruction, Knowing Mr. 
Hewitt to be a man of unusuaHy wide ex- 
perience, and rare wisdom, it seemed to me 
that any account from him of his observations 
and impressions while journeying through the 
south would be of especial interest to the readers 
of Tak CONSTITUTION. Accordingly I called 
at his house to see him last night, ard begged 
the privilege of an interview, in order that the 
people of Georgia and the neighboring states 
might learn how he estimated the evidences of 
their material development and industrial pro- 
eTess. 


* Mr. Hewitt is a man of poor health. He is 
a severe sufferer from both insomnia and 
rheumatisin. cat 

The latter malady is often too agonizing for 
sleep to be possible to him, and the former 
keeps him awake even when he is not in pain. 

Consequently complete physical rest 1s a 
hoon which he rarely enjoys. He bears his 
sufferings bravelw, and pain seems utterly 
powerless to disturb the vigor and method of 
his masterful mind. Last night he was too 
nnwell Lo see me, but tonight when I called 
he was better, and granted me the requested 
interview. He lives at No. 9, Lexing- 
ton avenue. His house is one of the old-time 
residences, planned when ground was not more 
precious than comfort, as 1S now the case. It 
is finished and furnished in all the luxury 
that true elegance permits, and lacks nothing 
When I was ushered into the library to- 
night, the room itseif impressed mee as 
a genuine inspiration to literary effort. I had 
not much time, however, tostudy my surround- 
ings, for before Lwas more than well into the 
room, Mr. Hewitt asked me if I wrote short- 
hand? Leconfessed to my lamentable lack of 
that accomplishment, but suggested modestly 
that he might, nevertheless, trust me to make 
a faithful report of anything he would be good 
enough to say. 

Without another preliminary word, he rose 
from his chair, stuck both hands in his pockets 
and began walking slowly up and down the 
room. It seemed to me I could hear him think. 
In about half a minute he began talking as if 
to himself. Henever halted an instant for 
an idea or even a word, but went right straight 
through from the beginning to the end, as ifhe 
was reading his talk from a book. 

This is what he said: 

“Tl think the south is the most interest- 
ing field of study at present to be found 
in any part of the world. It 
is undergoing a transition from 
the patriarchal to the individual social system. 
It is doing this in a single generation, whilein 
Europe transformation from the feudal sys- 
tem to one of individual liberty occupied 
hundreds of years. 

In the south we can act#ally see the great 
drama being performed before our eyes, 
and the result is most encouraging, because it 
secures at once those benefits of progress which 
Europe required many generations to ac- 
complish. 

Moreover the south is endowed by nature 
with greater advantages than any similar 
areain the world. It contains all the raw 
materials for innumerable industries, in great 
profusion. Its coal and iron are not only un- 
limited in quantity, but so placed in contigu- 
ity as'to make their development both easy 
and protitable. 

The south has a practical monopoly of cot- 

ton, which now secvres for herexchanges with 
the rest of the world to the extent of three 
hundred and fifty millions of dollars annually. 
There is no country in the world whose 
industrial prosperity is planted upon a 
foundation so stable as this. 
- The south would long since have been the 
most prosperous part of this country, but for 
slavery, which was like a great monster de- 
vouring her substance. All that the south ever 
needed for growth and development was the 
substitution of free for slave labor. Free 
labor always produces more than it consumes, 
but slavery invariably consumes all it pro- 
duces. It has no motive to make it profitable. 
l see that Mr. Depew—if the interview with 
him be correctly reported—found an element 
in the south which does not share in this view. 
‘There are Bourbons in every part of the world, 
aud doubtless there are blind and obstinate 
men in the south, who cannot comprehend the 
grand and beneficent transformation which is 
taking place before their eyes and in spite of 
their wishes. But I did not meet any such 
men. I found everywhere energy, courage, 
faith and new life. 

What is called the race problem is rapidly 
solving itself, and if selfish politicians will 
keep their hands off, neither the north nor the 
south has anything to dread from that cause. 

What struck me most forcibly was the move- 
ment of the white population into the cities. 
New towns are springing up everywhere, and 
the white people are drifting rapidly to these 
centers, While the black population, to a large 
extent, remains upon the soil, and will very 
soon be its main reliance for cultivation. 

The blacks are not adapted to factories but 
are admirably adapted to out door life in the 
production of raw materials. Hence the final 
outcome, in my judgment will be that the 
blacks will provide the staples for the whites 
to manufacture into various useful forms. 

Disinclination of the blacks to house service 
is beginning to be remarkable in the south. 

They are children of nature and prefer the 
free air of heaven to confinement in houses 
and factories. 

I have but little doubt but that with train- 


* ing and education the blacks will become the 


owners of the land which they cultivate. 
When they do thus become the owners of 
other property besides themselves, they will 
be good citizens, and probably prove 
themselves worthy of the right of 
suffrage, which was prematurely con- 
ferred upon them by unscrupulous 
politicians, thereby creating a great peril 
which the south has miraculously survived. 

The danger from that source, however, now 
appears to me to be past, and it will be found 
that the whites and the blacks will haye no 
difliculty in living harmoniously together, 
each promoting the best interests of the other. 

Hence I have no hesitation in saying, the 
outlook is most encouraging, and that north- 
‘ern men and capital can transfer themselves 
to the south with an unrestrained sense of 
‘entire security. 

As to Georgia, she well deserves her title of 
the empire state of the south. 

Indeed, her position relatively to Alabama 
With her abounding coal and ‘iron, strongly 
suggests the relation of New York to Pennsy!l- 
Vania. 

The products of the south must seek the 
8ea-board over the soil of Georgia, and hence 
the excellency of her transportation facilities 
is good cause foreongratulation. Her railroad 
System is admirable. The roads themselres 
are in first-ciass order, and the administration 
of them is in the hands of coinpetent and 
honest men. ° 

The people of Georgia ought to be very 
proud of the intelligence displayed by the 
railrozd managers who have developed these 
Systems into such efficient agencies. for the 
production and distribution of wealth. 

Vhat struck me most forcibly was the ample 
provision of terminal facilities in the various 
cities which demand large accomuhnodation. 

I think the people of Georgia ought to erect 
a@ statue to the late William M. Wadley, by 
whose foresight, Savannah, Augusta, Macon 
and Atianta wére provided with the most 
ample facilities for doing business, certainly 
fora century tocome. I do not know of any 
railroad, north or south, which can show ter- 
minal facilities equal to those of the Central 
Railroad of Georgia at Savannah on the banks 
of the river. The present ment 
Comprehends perfectly its opportunities, its 


responsibilities and its duties to the public. If , April in 


Georgia is wise she will strengthen the hands 
of the able men whocontrol her transportation 
systems, and not impede the growth of the 
State by putting obstacles in their way. I say 
this the more freely because I have not a dol- 
lar’s interest in any railroad in Georgia. 

As to the vast mineral and other natural re- 
sources of the northern part of Georgia, I can 
only say that I was profoundly impressed with 
their extent and value, and also greatly sur- 
prised at their development which has already 
taken place, especially along the live of the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad. 

This road is being constructed in a thorough 
manner, in order to handle the business which 
awaits its completion to Knoxville. It has 
nearly one hundred miles of track laid prac- 
tically on marble beds of inexhaustible extent. 
This marble is of very great variety and of 
unquestionable value. f Fisited five quarries, 
and was alike surprised and delighted. They 
are producing marble of infinite variety and 
of the most beautiful colors, which will speed- 
ily tind a market in every part of the United 
States. I believe ahundred car loads a day 
willsoon be needed to supply the demand. 
Besides marble, there are veins of iron ore 
to be found on the surface of nearly every 
mile of the road. This ore will meet the coal 
from the Cumberland coal fields in the valley 
of the Tennessee, which I think the most 
beautiful region in the world. 

I see.no limit to the development of these 
great natural resources, but I hope that my 
southern friends will keep the spirit of land 
speculation, which has setin, within reason- 
able bounds. Otherwise there will be a reac- 
tion which’ will be injurious, and retard the 
healthy growth of the south. I say retard it, 
because I do not believe anything can _ per- 
manently arrest the progress of the south in 
the development of her vast resources, and in 
the promotion of all the arts of civilization. 

Personally, I have to thank the southern 
people for many kindnesses, anda graceful 
hospitality which is not surpassed anywhere in 
the world. I say most sincerely, I thank them 
all. and bid the south-God speed.’’ 

Here Mr. Hewitt stopped short, and turning 
toward me said: ‘*There, now, I am through, 
and no doubt have said much more than you 
cared to have me say.’’ I assured him that 
THe ConstTiTuTION would appreciate every 
word, and thus concluded an interview which 
to me had been both interesting and instructive.

One of them was A. G. MeWhorter, fhe 
white man from Douglas county, that pasted 
firures from Confederate notes on United 
States silver certificates. His trial was begun 
Friday and concluded yesterday. 

His sentence is five years. 

He is to pay, in addition, a fine of one.thou- 
sand dollars. 

No motion for new trial is to be made in his 
case, and McWhorter begins serving his term 
within a few days. 

The other prisoneris @ negro boy named 
Will Clark. The charge was robbing the 
mails. Clark plead guilty and was sentenced 
for fifteen months. 

Clark is only seventeen years old, and was, 
at the time of the robbery, a mail agent, carry- 
ing the mail between Gainesville and Pleas- 
ant Hill.

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SIASM BY THE PEOPLE. 


Thousands of Men Greet the Braves, and the 
Streets Are Lined By the Cheering 
Multitudes. 


Macoy, Ga., April 12.—[Special.]—The 
Southern Cadets arrived this evening, shortly 
before 6 o’clock, on a special Georgia Southern 
train, which ran from Sifton to Macon, 128 
miles, at the rate of 58 miles per hour. 

This special train was chartered by the citi- 
zens of Macon, complimentary to the Southern 
Cadets. 

An immense throng was at the depot to wel- 
come the champions home. There were fully 
10,000 civilians, and the Second Georgia battal- 
ion, under command of Colonel C. M. Wiley: 
When the train came in the depot the Cadets 
were greeted with a mighty shout that drowned 
the roar of the cars, Officers and cadets were 
escorted to the handsomely decorated carriages 
in waiting, which they occupied. 

THROUGH THE STREETS. 

The procession then formed, headed by 
Card’s brass. band, of eighteen pieces. 
Next came the Floyd Rifles and the Macon 
Volunteers; then a line of carriages containing 
the Cadets and distinguished guests. In the 
first carriage were Captain Sims, Mayor Price 
and R. W. Patterson. The Macon Hussars 
and another band closed up the procession. 
The march was up Fourth street to Cherry, 
then to Cotton avenue, up to College street, 
then out to Tattnall square to the residence of 
Sergeant Jones, the gallant left guide, who, 
despite his severe sickness at Jacksonville, 
went through the drill successfully and saved 
the Cadets from defeat. This visit of the great 
concourse of civilians and military to Sergeant 
Jones was in token of public appreciation at 
his valiant conduct at Jacksonville. 

THE HONOR PAID HIM. 

Sergeant Jones was rolled out in a chair on 
the porch tod greet %the Cadets, whom 
he had preceded to Macon the day before. In 
behalf of the thirty-three thousand citizens of 
Macon, Hon. R. W. Patterson, in a most grace- 
ful manner and eloquent speech, presented 
Sergeant Jones witha magnificent gold watch, 
bearing his monogram. The watch was put. 
chased by popular subscription. 

This ovation to Sergeant Jones was a remark- 
able demonstration. 

Captain J. S. Hardeman, of the Floyd Rifles, 
on behalf of Sergeant Jones, received the 
watch for him in a happy and admirable 
speech. The two speeches were received with 
great applause. 

TO THE ARMORY. 

The procession then reformed, and marched 
via College street, Georgia avenue and Mul- 
berry street,to the Cadets’ armory, corner Mul- 
berry and Second streets. Along the entire 
line of march from the depot to Sergeant 
Jones, and to the armory, the streets jwere 
thronged with a glad, enthusiastic and seeth- 
ing mass of humanity, which cheered and 
hurrahed until the welkin rung, and the entire 
city trembled under the force of the mighty 
shout. Houses and stores here were decorated 
with flags and bunting, and illuminated with 
candles, lanterns and innumerable lights of 
different kinds. 

THE HEAVENS WERE TELLING. 

The heavens were made as bright as day by 
bonfires aud beautiful pyrotechnics. Thou- 
sands of sky rockets shot athwart the firma- 
ment, and exploded with dazzling brightness 
far up towards the home of the stars. There 
was much cannonading under the manipula- 
tion of a trained squad. The procession 
moved in a blaze of glory, and under one con 
tinuous arch of fire; caused by bursting Roman 
candles on either side. 

Itis estimated that the procession was one 
mile long, and it_ must have been witnessed by 
not less than 20,000 people, hundreds of whom 
were ladies in houses and carriages, waving 
handkerchiefs and flooding the scene with 
sweet and approving smiles. 

THE SOCIAL GREETING. 

On reaching the armory the Cadets were 
formed in line, and JMayor Price, then on be- 
half of the citizens of Macon, read an address 
of welcome, which breathed the admiration 
and pride of the entire city for the champions, 
assured them of the people’s deep apprecia- 
tion, and their desire for the Cadets to 
have a grand armory as a monument fto their 
unparalleled record and incomparable captain. 
The reading by Mayor Price was received with 
great applause. 

Captain Sims, the most superior and accom- 
plished drill commander in the sotfth, made 
an appropriate and capital response, which 
was given three rousing cheers with a ‘‘tiger.” 

After this an elegant collation was served, 
and then speeches were made by R. W. Pat- 
terson, Robert Whitfield, Dr. W. A. O. Daniel 
and others. It was a late hour when the fes- 
tivities closed. The entire demonstration 
was grand, unusual and _ inspiring. It 
was a glad and exulting public brilliant 
attestation of its great appreciation of the 
champions, and their matchless achievements.

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THE JUDGES AND THE JACKSON- 
VILLI DRILL, . 


A Check That Was Made Out to the Atlanta 
Rifles Is Suddenly Changed to Bear 
the Name of Southern Cadets. 


As a general thing itis rather poor policy 
for a military company to kick against the de- 
cision of judges in a prize drill. <i} . 

-But there are exceptional cases. 

‘Ordinarily sucky kicks come with bad grace 
from the losing companies, and the kickers 
don’t often receive much encouragement. 

But from all accounts a great big protest 
from the Atlanta Rifles does not sound out of 
place. 

They believe that they were robbed at the 
Jacksonville drill. 

Members of the Gate City Guard, who 
fought hard and well for the victor’s place, 
freely admit that the Rifles out drilled any 
company on the Jacksonville _ field. 
The Southern Cadets, say those 
who attended the drill, and the 
Jacksonville and Macon paper also, conceded 
it as soon as the contest was over. 

“Then, these concessions are not the best in- 
dication of the superb victory the Rifles ev!- 
dently won, but which they were euchered out 
of,” said a gentleman who went to J ackson- 
ville to see the drill. 

‘“‘It can be very well authenticated that the 
judges awarded first place to the Riflesin their 
first report. 

‘In fact, they made their report out that way 
on Thursday evening, just after the drill was 
over, and the secretary of the Sub-Tropical 
Exposition company had actually signed the 
$2,000 check payable to Captain Spencer of the 


“Atlanta Rifles. 


“You may think this is all ‘stuff,’ but its 
just the same. While Captain 
Spencer says nothing, if | you ask 
him he will doubtless tell you of a little private 
congratulation he received from Secretary 
Hess, of the Exposition company, when the 
judge’s decision was communicated to him 
and the two thousand dollar check was signed 
to the Rifles. 

“There is no doubt about juggling. The 
Rifles don’t like to say so, but everything 
goes to show it. If you know anything about 
military at all, you will easily see that the 
Rifles could not possibly have received ninety- 
four percent against the Cadets ninety-five 
per cent if Captain Spencer had omitted even 
one command, much less three.

For insta: c 
each command, if perfectly executed, scor. 
so many points, say five. Well, you know no 
company can be. absolutely perfect_in every- 
thing. They are bound to be scored on some 
point. According to the judges the Ritles 
were absolutely perfect in what they did. 

‘‘Now, don’t that sound reasonable? Don’t 
talk to me about fair judges and no juggling, 
and all that stuff that’s fixed up to shove off 
on people who don’t know any better. 

‘‘Almost any tolerably good company could 
put up about as good a drill as the Cadets did. 
I was surprised to see such breaks as they 
made, and so was everybody else. 

“Maybe you read somthing about the ap- 

ylause they were supposed to have received. 
hat was what those Macon gamblers were 
there for. And they did it—well. The fact 
was, the Cadets were almost hissed they made 
so many bad breaks. You see, they had their 
own correspondent there, and he got in every- 
thing for them and everything against every- 
body else—especially the Rifles. 

Captain Spencer was asked about Private 
Me Millan’s conduct. 

He said there was no truth in the report 
printed in the Macon paper whatever, and 
further, thatevery member of his company 
was a gentleman, and had conducted himself 
as such throughout the entire trip. 

The Rifles are delighted with the treatment 
they received at the hands of the citizens and 
soldiery of Jacksonville. They say they were 
royally received, and both before and after 
the prizes wete awarded, were shown every 
attention that hospitality and good fellowship 
could devise. 

Everybody regarded them as the}victors, and 
they were feted accordingly. When they left 
Jacksonville it was with the congratulations 
of citizens and military ringing in their ears,

Atlanta’s Great Stride. 

Never in the history of southern cities has 
there been sucha year’s work as Atlanta has 
laid out for 1890, 

The idea of putting a fourth of the real 
estate assessment into improvements in one 
year is sounprecedented that it almost stag- 
gers credulity; but the evidence can hardly be 
doubted. It comes from the architects who 
are in the midst of the work, 
other sources equally trustworthy.

No one 
can go through the streets without being im- 
pressed with the magnitude of the work go- 
ing on. <A blind man could not escape it, 
and were he both blind and deaf he would 
be thrilled by the tremor of progress. 

It is beautiful to see the city put up to her 
full speed and feel her bounding forward 
with the jar and throb of prodigious powers, to 
hear the great beams booming down on their 
foundations with the heave ho of the la- 
borers and the rattle of the gang plank. It 
makes us all want to get up and give hera 
shove, like the little boy at the wharf when 
the Great Eastern went out. 

Other cities have done wonders, and we 
rejoice in their prosperity, but Atlanta 
comes back every time and sets them a new 
pattern. When the people of Atlanta pull 
together there is not ‘the same number on 
the,face of the earth whocan equal them. 
There we throw down the gauntlet! 

This is not to disparage the good pecple of 
other cities, to many of whom we are 
warmly attached, for none of whom we have 
ill-will, and to-all of whom we extend the 
stern courtesy of rivalry, ‘‘may the best man 
win.”’ But to all of them we give warning 
that the people of Atlanta, though made of 
the same flesh and blood, have a wonderful 
way of pulling together which has never 
been equaled in any other city of which we 
have any knowledge. If there is a city 
whose esprit de corps is more superb we 
would like to go there and get the supreme 
touch of inspirationthat we may return to 
light the generous fires of rivalry anew.

There seems to be little or no doubt that 
the water bonds will be authorized, while 
the sewer bonds have considerable opposi- 
tion—enough to warrant the surmise that it 
will be a hard matter for them to get the 
two-thirds vote necessary to autherize the 
issue. 

It is the duty of every citizen to vote one 
way or another, and it is a very easy matter 
to become qualified todo so. The registra- 
tion books are now open, and will be until 
next Saturday evening. 

We urge-upon the people the importance 
of a full registration, not that a small vote 
would affect the issuing of either of. the 
series of bonds, which will be authorized by 
two-thirds of the poll, but because we deem 
it of the utinost importance that the result 
of the election should be the verdict of pub- 
lic sentiment. .

Georgia’s position relative to Alabama, 
with its coal and iren, reminds this keen ob- 
server of the relation of New York te Penn- 
sylvania. ¢ Our transportation systems with 
their terrifinal facilities excited his special 
admiration, and the extent and variety of 
our products convinced him that we have a 
great future before us.

The 
soldiers were just beginning to return to their 
homes. There were ony tive or six hundred 
houses in the city, and our business streets were 
buried under ash heaps and masses of brick. No 
money, no provisions, no shelter, nothing to 
wear—this was the situation all through 
the month of April, 1865. There was no memoria 
day tien, and nobody thonght about it. The 
ragged veterans in gray who had just joined their 
suifering families here were woulerine how they 
could get a square meal. They were busy collect- 
ing old Inmber and fragments of tin roofs te build 
little cabins with, and they had notime to think 
of flowers for the dead when the living were cry- 
ing for bread. But the ashheaps and huts of 
twenty-five years ago have been transformed 
into a great metropolis, pulsing 
with energy, gorgeous with light and color, and a 
few days hence when the honors her fallen heroes 
with the solemn pomp and pageantry befitting 
the day, Atlanta, with her flaunting fiags am 
flowers, will look like some fair goddess of the 
future bending over the graves of the dead past. 

It is a fact that side-whiskered men are seldom 
seen in young and busty communities. There is a 
good reason for it. Side whiskers are expensive. 
They make a man look dignified, and lead him to 
cultivate Slow ways and a careful st¥le of costume. 
In order to keep up first-class side whiskers ,2 man 
must have leisure and money.

When we haye more wealth and leisure 
there will be a fot of solid o!d fellows here sun- 
ning their mutton chops on the promenade. But 
we must wait awhile.

fn success—a tremendous success, if we con- 
sider the diflieulties under which it was pro- 
duced. The andience scomed to be satisfied, 
and that fact was sufficcent to silence criti- 
cism. It was observed the next day 
that John had ae red _§ fiannel rag 
tied around his threat, and he was hoarser 
than a steam boat whistle. The strain on his

She was born to 
her business, so to speak, and it isin a line that 
demands all talent aud very little study. 
Imagine Lillian Russell, or any of the leaders 
of the vanities or the CASINO, 
studying anything! The idea is 
preposterous. Study might help them, to be 
Bure; but how can that giddy throng tind time 
to study? 

In her particular line—something light, 
frivolous and sparkling—May leads all the 
rest. Noone taught herto sing or to dance. 
She began behind the scenes tothe accompani- 
ment of Teimpleteon’s three fiddlers in 
the orchestra. When a little 
bit ofa thing, she used to be carried to the 
theater, and placed in the wings where she 
could hear the music and singing. and see the 
dancing, andshe could sing as soon as she 
could talk, and dance by the time she had 
control of her legs.

THE TOLLESON CASE, 


ME. JAMES, BANKER, SAYS HE HAS 
THE $6,000 


And the Courts Order Himto Hold It—Mr. 
Redwine Mas Nothing, and the 
Case Is Dismissed. 


Another chapter in the Tolleson case was 
read before Judge Marshall J. Clarke at 
chambers yesterday. 

This time the lawing was over the disposi- 
tion of the newly-found assets—some six thou- 


} sand twe hundred doHars deposited with the 


James bank. 

Tre Constitution printed a full accotiit 
of the discovery of these assets in the James 
bank a week or more ago, at the time the bill 
forinjunction restraining the bank from pay- 


was filed. 

In that bill it was alleged that $6,541.65 
vas placed in the James bank the day previous 
to the appointment of a receiver for the Mer- 
cantile Banking company, to the credit of J. 
M. Richards, cashier of that concern. 

Further, it was claimed that the money, or 
paper its equivalent, so deposited by J. M. 
Richards, was the property of the Citizens’ 
Natioual bank, of Louisville, the paper upon 
which the money was realized having been 
forwarded from that bank to the Mercantile 
bank for collection. 

TRANSFERRED CERTIFICATES, 
Certificates of deposit were taken by Rich- 
ards for the amount, which has been reduced 
since it was put there several hundred dollars 
to pay Tolleson’s expenses, as the bank book 
show. 

Affidavits yesterday established the fact that 
the certificates of deposit issued by the James 
bank to Cashier Richards had been transferred 
several times, at present being in the name of 
Harry L. Underwood. 

Mr. Underwood denied all knowledge of the 
certificates having been transferred to his 
name, and disclaimed any collusion or partici- 
pation in the transaction of the Mercan- 
tile Banking company, or Mr. Tolleson, either 
before or since that concern went to the wall. 

Mr. James made no denial of the possession 
of the assets alleged to be in his bank subject 
to the certificates of deposit, in the name 
of Mr. Underwood. and which § funds 
had been drawn on by Tolleson, to defray his 
personal expenses since his confinement in 
jail.

WANTED TO GET RID OF IT. 

He did not resist the application for injune- 
tion enjoining him from paying out these 
funds, but, instead, asked the court’s direction 
in doing so, Mr. James was perfectly willing 
to give the money up, if the court would only 
tell him who to give it to,and accord him its 
protection in so doing. 

After hearing the case, Judge Clarke granted 
the injunction as prayed for. 

Banker Jaines will continue to hold this part 
of the Mercantile Banking company’s assets 
until the courts decide to whom it belongs 
rightfully and to what claim itshall be applied. 

ANOTHER HIDE OUT. 

At the afternoon sesgon the J. B. Redwine 
feature of the case was taken up. 

Injunction was sought by the People’s Say- 
ings bank and others against J. B. Redwine, 
who it was alleged was in possession {fof avery 
large amount of securities which properly be- 
longed to the assets of the Mercantile Banking 
company. 

The plaintiffs held that these securities, 
certaimgaluable stocks, had been placed in 
Mr. R@Mtwine’s hands by J. R. Tolleson, nom- 


inally to receive loans, but that Mr. Red- | 


wine’s interest amounted ‘to usury, and there- 

fore he held them wrongfully and fraudulently. 
Thev claimed that these stocks were a part of 

the hidden assets of tle Mer aatile Banking’ 
company, and is was to recover them that 

Mr. Redwine was made’ a _ party 
defendant to the litigation over the descrepan- 

cies cf the Mercantile. 

MR. TOLLESON IN COURT. 

Mr. Tolleson was brought into court by 
order of zone Clarke, to testify in the case 
agninst Mr. Redwine. 

His answers to certain written questions 
prepared by the prosecution Were to constitate 
the main growth of the application for injunc- 


on. 

But he declined to answer all of them, the 
court snstaining him in his position, and the 
case fell through. 

When Mr. Tolleson was sworn he was asked 
as to his relations with the Mercantile Bank- 
ing company, to which he answered readily 
and satisfactorily, that he was its'president. 

Then, when he was asked what. securities he 
had turned over to , Red 
between December 1, 18838, a 
uary 31, 1889, his answering 
strongly objected to by Mr. Redwine’s counsel. 

Joie Clarke overruled the objection, and 
Mr. Tolleson testified that during 1888 and 
1889, at various intervals, he had sold to Mr. 
Redwine Talc company notes, and. ethers in 
the regular course of business. 

When asked to describe fulby these transac- 
tions, he said that it was too hard to answer 
without the records. 

He had given Mr. Redwine no collaterals 
since January 26, 1889, and he was always fe- 
quired to furnish collaterals three or four days 
before the money was given him. 

DECLINED TO ANSWER. " 

Mr. Tolleson was asked what interest Mr. 
Redwine charged on these loans. . 

This he refused to answer, and appealed to 
Judge Clarke for protection, which was 
granted. ; 

Here the case fell through, as this question 
was of vital importance to the petitioner. 

Mr. R. J. Jordan was also sworn, but his 
testimony was not as anticipated, and at its 
conclusion, the petitioner announeed that they 
realized their failure to make out a case. 

Judge Clarke was of the same opinion, and 
Mr. Kedwine was dismissed. |

HELD HERE. 


A Plan to Send Fruit to Europe—Steamship 

Representatives Will Come to Atlanta 

.to Discuss Rates. 

The meeting of the Georgia fruit growers, 
in Atlanta, on the 17th of April, will attract 
cousiderable attention to the subject, and lead 
to exccilent results. 

Tinat these conferences between the fruit 
growers from every part of the state have re- 
sulted in great good is potent to all. 

While much has been aceomplished still 
more remains to be done. 

Conceited and combined action is necessary 
to achieve practical results. 

The wants of the producer, as well as the 
wants of the consumer, have to be considered 
in their phases and conditions, 

One of the most important questions to come 
before the approaching meeting is the prac- 
ticability of shipping surplus crops to Europe. 
In the consideration of this subject, the views 
of truck farmers, melon growers and fruit men 
are desired. The various steamship lines to 
Enrope have been invited to send representa- 
tives to this meeting to present the views of 
their several lines. 

Transportation facilities will be discussed 
fuily. At the last session of the Georgia 
State Horticultural society the committee on 
transportation said: 

Your committee beg to say that, 
question of transportation very 
ly depends the success of the bus- 
iness of fruit-growing. But by proper 
and judicious management the growers 
avd shippers can fully control this 
important part of the business; and we deem 
it our duty to make certain suggestions and 
statements on this subject: 

ist. From experience and observation dur- 
ing the present season, we conclude that the 
first important object to the shipperis to get 
his fruit from the tree to the open marbet in 
tho shortest time and best condition possible. 
Then, how this may be done is the next ques- 
tion. This, we think,can be done only through 
sharp,close competition between quick refrige- 
rator transportation companies; aud to induce 
- and bring about this conipetition it} is abso- 
lutely necessary that each shipping point 
will furnish a sufficient volume of shipments 
to induce the quick transit companies to send 
their agents to bid for the business and offer 
the quickest time and the best service at the 
lowest rates. 

At shipping points furnishing only a limited 
amount of business, transportation companies 
have no inducements to offer, but from those 
points shipping from fifty to several hundred 
carloads during one season, the sharpest com- 
petition exists. 

From the best information obtained. only 
three points in Georgia have enjoyed these 
shipping facilities by refrigerator cars for 
peaches and plums, viz: Fort Valley, Mar- 
Shallville and Grittin; and returns from sales 
of fruit from these points will show how much 
larger and more satisfactory results than from 
shipments in the usual old way, viz: Ventilated 
cars by express. 

These statements apply more particularly to 
peaches and plums. Other fruits and vege- 
tables, when gathered at the proper time and

Mr. ‘| Griffin’s 
Scedules for Georgia Fruits and Vege- 
tables—Passenger Time Beaten. 


Fast freight is the key that unlocks the 
problem of the fruit and vegetable business 
and the key at last is found. 

For years THE Constitution has insisted 
that Georgia had a great revenue in fruits and 
vegetabies whenever the railroads wake up to 
their opportunities and provided facilities and 
quick schedules for delivering the fruit in 
good condition to the north and west, where 
there are plenty of consumers willing to pay 
for it. 

Now the railroads appear to be fully alive 
to their opportunities and the East Tennessee 
road has put on a schedule from Jesup to 
Chicago which has never been equaled 
in the south. Three banana 
trains recently made that run. of 
near eleven hundred milesin 87,58 and 65} 
hours; and the whole run from Port Tampa 
to Chicago was made in 90 to 96 hours. This 
made the time from Atlanta to Chicago on 
the first train 464 hours. 

The time on some portions of the road were 
exceptionally fast for freight. | 

From Jesup to Macon, 147 miles, it was 
only 64 hours; from Macon to Atlanta, 4 
hours, and from Rome to Chattanooga, 80 
miles, it was 2? hours. This last run, which 
was between 29 and thirty miles an hour, 
beats most of the passenger schedules. 

Mr. Griftin has named this fast fauit train 
the air splitter, and the remarkable achieve- 
ment of the fast train he proposes to keep up 
all summer, with the same schedule and the 
same facilities and attention to shippers of 
Georgia fruits and melons as he has given to 
the bananas from Honduras. 

This banana train is a coup on the part of 
Mr. H. B. Plant, owner of the Florida railway 
system that bears his name. The fruit from 
Central America to Chicago has heretofore 
gone by steamer to New Orleans, and thence 
by the Illinois Central to Chieago. 

Mr. Plant conceived the idea of diverting it 
by steamer to Port Tampa and thence by his 
lines and the East Tennessee to Chicago. 

The bananas went withouta break to Chi- 
cago, where they arrived in excellent condi- 
tion. This was quite a testimonial for the 
East Tennessee ventilated cars. The man 
who went with the train said the temperature 
was as perfectly under control asin a stove, 

The Georgia fruits and vegetables will be 
treated in the same way and the effect will be 
to put the small summer crops in market in 
such shape as to bring better prices. The in- 
crease in the state’s summer revenue on this 
account will be immense.

Editors Constitution:|) When a discussion of im- 
portant questions degenerates into a_ puerile 
perfonal controversy, it is time to relieve the long- 
suffering public of the infliction. But, in justice 
to myself, I must state that my question to Com- 
missioner Henderson, as to the inspection of 
fertilizers, was based on a statement received by 
me, after my first letter to him appeared. 

This statement, called forth by my letter, is 
fron B. W. Brand, of Butler, Ga., and his letter I 
hold subject to inspection. 

The question as to the commissioner’s demand 
for a portion of the inspectors’ salaries was based 
on the word of Coionel T. J. Lyon, of Cartérsville. 
He requests me to refer the commissioner to him. 

As to the reduction of fees on fertilizers to 
tem cents, iny demand was that he 
show where he had considered the farmers’ inter- 
ests first. I think I proved conclusively- in my 
former letter and from his own admissions, that 
when the test question came, his chief solicitude 
was for the inspectors. The commissioncr’s quo- 
tation from his last biennial report to the gov- 
crnor and his assumption of extreme interest for 
the former, loses its force when it is remembered 
that this report. appeared after the question of 
making the office elective had been agitated in 
the legislature. 

In the same category can be classed the eom- 
missioner’s aetion on the prices of fertilizers— 
high—when the commissionership was appoint- 
able—low—when an appeal is to be made to the 
people. 

The farmers are at last aroused to the fact that 
this, their ee ng has been used as a huge 
political machine, and that its administration is 
the grandest farce ever enacted before a too-cred- 
ulous people.

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‘700 MUCH MORPHINE. 


DR. CHARLES BURTIS DIES UNDER 
PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCES. 


Hie Takes an Overdose of Morphine at His 
Boarding House, Lies Down on a 
Lounge and Dies. 


Another victim of the fatal effects of opium 
poisoning was added to the list yesterday 
morning. 

Dr. Charles Burtis was found lying on the 


_ floor in the parlor, at his boarding house, No. 


22 Houston street, breathing heavily and evi- 
dently suffering from the effects of opium 
poisoning, at an early hour yesterday morning. 

Drs. Ernest and Arch Avary were sum- 
moned, the usual antidotes were administered 
and cyery effort was made to restore him. 
Rey. Dr. R. S. Barrett, who knew him, was 
also present, and assisted in trying to save the 
dying man. The galvanic battery was used, 
but without avail. 

He was too far gone. : 

About noon he passed peacefully away, with- 
out ever becoming sufticiently conscious to 
give any explanation of the matter. 

‘ ME HAD HEART DISEASE 

and suffered aganies during the paroxysms, at 
which times he would resort to the use of mor- 
phine to allay the pain. 

Friends had repeatedly warned him of the 
danger of an overdose, while suffering as he 
did; buat he persisted in the use of the drug. 

Friday night he lay down on the lounge in 
the parlor, near a window, and went to sleep. 
He remained there during the night, and no 
particular notice was taken of him 
until some of the inmates of the house discov- 
ered him lying on the tloor, having fallen off 
the lounge. me 

Ilis labored breathing caused an alarm, and 
then Dr. Ernest was called. 

There were no evidences that he took the 
drug with suicidal intent, and those who at- 
tended him agree in the opinion that his death 
was due toan overdose of morphine, taken 
during a severe attack of the malady, to relieve 
the pain. Noinquest was deemed necessary, 
and the remains were prepared for burial 
and sent to Brooklyn, N. Y., at 6 o’clock yes- 
terday evening. 

WHO HE WAS. 

Dr. Charles Burtis was a young physician of 
ability, and came to Atlanta about two months 
ago, securing an office in the Gould building. 

He was highly connected with some of the 
best families in Brooklyn, his parents being 
quite wealthy. When he arrived in this city, 
he brought with him letters of recommenda- 
tion to Rev. Dr. R. 8S. Barrett, who 
was very much struck with the 
genteel character of the young physician. He 
was a guest at the deanery on several occasions, 
and was always welcomed by Dr. Barrett and 
his family. He hasa cousin in the city, Mr. 
Vedder, who boards at the same house where 
Dr. Burtis died. He has been intimately 
associated- with Dr. Burtis, and has never 
heard him use any expression that would lead 
to the conclusion that his death was suicide. 
He seemed to be in love with his profession, 
was only about twenty-five years of age, 
and his prospects were  veryj bright, 
and for these reasons his friends are convinced 
that the cause of his death was purely acci- 
dental. 

His relatives were telegraphed in Brooklyn 
and replied instructing Mr. Vedder to send his 
remains there immediately, for burial.

Itis not very often that the Artillery is heard 
from—that isin blowing its own horn—but 
when the boys do turn out, they always make 
their presence felt. 

The Artillery is not an old organization— 
but it is a good one. 

It was organized only a few years ago, and 
has taken part in but a single contest. 
That was in Nashville, and had not 
one of the gunners become disabled, the bat- 
tery would certainly have been victorious in 
its maiden fight. 

The company has taken part in all the pub- 
lic demonstrations since its organization, and 
on several occasions has been honored with 
special invitations. 

During the Piedmont exposition the battery 
did good work, especially in the sham battles. 

Captain Forbes bas received many compli- 
ments upon the admirable discipline and bear- 
ing of his command. 


And they deserve all the good things that 


Can be said of them—to a man. 


CAPTAIN GEORGE B. FORBES. 

Captain George B. Forbes was, upon the 
organization of the battery in August, 1586, 
elected first lieutenant. Upon the resignation 
of Captain J. F. Jones he was elected captain, 
which position he has held since Decem- 
ber, 1887. About a year ago he was appointed 
by Governor Gordon a member of the advisory 
board of the state, which position he also 
holds. 

He is one of the youngest of confederate 
veterans who served during the whole of the 
late war, having served a little over four years 
from his enlistment to his surrender. He 
served first with a light battery, and after- 
wards his battery was mounted and attached 
to the division of Major General W. H. Jack- 
son, of Tennessee, ‘Old Red,’’ as the boys 
called him, and was attached to the brigade of 
General Ross, now governor of Texas. He 
served through the campaigns of Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Georgia, protecting Hood’s re- 
treat out of Tennessee. : 
frequently complimented by the ciyil officérs 
for their efficiency and good disciptine. 

Captain Forbes was-borne in LaGrange, Ga., 
where everybody is hisfriend. He lived there 
with the exception of a short period until he 
-€ame to Atlantain the winter of 1881. His an- 
cestry were, some of them, noted for their 
military lives, and he imbibes his love of mili- 
tary doubtless from this. 


LIEUTENANT A. M. PERKERSON, 

_ 5 the organization of the battery was elect- 
ed junior second lieutenant. Upon the promo- 
tion of Captain Forbes, Lieutenant Perkerson 
‘was promoted to the first lieutenancy. He 
was born near Atlanta, and enlisted in the Con- 
federate States army in November, 1561, being 
only a boy in his teens. 

He first served six months in the infantry 
and was mustered out of service, and in April, 
1862, enlisted in Battery E, Ninth Georgia, 
battalion of artillery, and was with the army 
of the Tennessee until! after the battle of 
Chicamauga, and then went with 
General Longstreet from Chattannoga 
to Virginia, where he remained until Lee’s 
surrender at Appomatox courthouse on April 
Sth, 1865. He was gunner of the First De- 
tachment of Battery E., and was. wounded 
three times—severely. 

He has always been noted forhis coolness 
and courage, and has the respect and confi- 
dence of all in the battery. .
